Steel peace 
talks 

make slo w 
progress

Peace talks aimed at ending 
the national steel strike, which 
today enters its eleventh week, 
made disappointingly slow pro¬ 
gress on their second day yes¬ 
terday. 

After nine hoars the British 
Steel Corporation and leaders 
of a 13-member trade union con¬ 
sortium had not got down to 
talking about the costs of a new 
joint package put forward by 
strike leaders. 

The delay suggests that an 
early settlement of the longest 
national strike in recent British 
industrial history is not 
seriously in prospect. 

The unions are holding out 
for an 18 per cent settlement 
and the militant blastfurnace- 
men are understood to have 
threatened to walk-out if 
negotiations do not produce an 
acceptable new offer 

Detailed talks on the unions’ 
"compromise’?, plan-went, on all 
day before the question of pay 
rise levels was reached and ab 
adjournment until later today 
was expected. ■ 

The two sides were arguing, 
at times with some bitterness, 
about the value of trade union 
promises on job flexibility, local 
productivity bargaining, de- 
manning in tiie steelworks, and 
the establishment of national 
wage-bargaining machinery in 
the industry. 

While the talks took place at 
BSC headquarters, the strike 
broadsheet of the main union, 
the Iron and Steel Trades Con¬ 
federation (ISTO, accused the 
oerporation of using public 
funds to keep the strike going 
and finance big purchases of 
foreign, steel for its British 
customers. 

' In the ISTC strike paper. 
Steelworkers’ Banner, the union 
.'said: “It has already been 
admitted that BSC has lost over 
£450m since the strike started— 
far' more than the extra £4fliu it 
would cost to mak ea reasonable 
settlement in line with the 
unions’ compromise proposals. 

“BSC are also managing to 
find the wherewithal to finance 
huge purchases of foreign steel 
for their United Kingdom cus¬ 
tomers. 

“ How much this steel is cost¬ 
ing , and bow much is being 
spent in order to sneak it past 
our pickets is anybody’s guess. 
Some steel imports are being 
Down in rah rough Heat-brow 
airport.” 

The corporation last night 
admitted mat it was buying in j 
some foreign steel, but argued ] 
that that was customary prac¬ 
tice during an industrial dis- J 
pute. to- meet contractual 
obligation.'- ••• » 

The ISTC paper went on: , 
" It is obvious that the corpora- \ 
turn is receiving large injec- I 
tioos of public funds to help it ' 
undermine the steel strike. The 
sky’s the limit when it comes 
to strike breaking.” 

However both the Govern- 
men* and the BSC had gravely 
•underestimated the determina¬ 
tion of steel workers, it said. 
They cannot believe, even after 
10 weeks, that steel men will 
not crack. 

“ But having gone this far. 
and having gained tbeir second 
' wind, stee) workers would 
endure another 10 weeks on 
strike if necessary rather than 
submit to Scholey (chief execu¬ 
tive of BSC) and Joseph 
(Secretary of State for Indus¬ 
try)”.

Mr Robert Mugabe, formally 
appointed Prime Minister this 
afternoon by Lord Soames, rhe 
Governor of Southern Rhodesia, 
today completed tiie formation 
of a Government which will 
take oven the running of the 
country when Zimbabwe be¬ 
comes independent. 

The Government comprises 
23 portfolios, two of which have 
been given to Europeans and 
four to members of Mr Joshua 
Nkomq’s Zapu Party. There are 
also 13 deputy ministries, all 
but two of which have been 
erven to mergers of Mr 
Mugabe's own Zanu Party. 

Although the Government is 
designed to be broadly repre¬ 
sentative of the population as 
a whole, its composition is 
weighted in favour of Zanu 
which 1 won S7 out of the 30 
common roll seats in last 
month’s general election. Apart 
from Mr Nkomo, who is given 
the key portfolio of Home 
Affairs, rhe three other mini¬ 
sters from his party bave been 
given relatively minor posts. 
Similarly, among the deputy 
ministers tbe two Zapu repre¬ 
sentatives have been given the 
two most junior posts. 

As expected, Mr David Smith 1 , 
Minister of Finance in rhe pre¬ 
vious Administration headed by 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, has 
been given the Commerce and 
Industry portfolio. Hie other 
white minister is Mr Denis Nor¬ 
man, President of the (white) 
Commercial Farmers’ Union, 
who becomes Minister of Agri¬ 
culture. ,. 

The appointment of whites 
to head two important economic 
ministries is designed to retain 
the confidence of the Euro¬ 
pean community, particularly 
in the business and agricultural 
sectors. Mr Norman wall be 
primarily responsible for the

UN mission refuses 
to report on Shah 
until hostages visited

New York, March II 

Dr Kurc Waldheim, the 
Secretary General, affirmed 
here today that the United 
Nations mission to Tehran 
would not issue any report 
unless it was eventually able 
to see tbe American hostages. 

Although the five commis¬ 
sioners will return here 
tomorrow for consultations, Dr 
Waldheim emphasized that 
their work had been suspended 
rather than terminated and that 
the second phase of tbe opera¬ 
tion was about to begin. 

After being briefed by them 
tomorrow, “ we shall decide 
how to proceed further ”, he 
said. “ The time will cotue 

when we shall solve this ques¬ 
tion. It is just a question of 
time.” 

Reports from Tehran say that 
the young Iranians bolding the 
hostages will consider releasing 
them only after the commission 
has issued its report on alleged 
crimes by ttfe former Shah. But 
Dr Waldbqim said : “ For tbe 
time being there will be uo 
report-i-L want to make that 
crystal clear—since the commis¬ 
sion was unable - to fulfil all 
aspects of its work and could 
not see the hostages.” 

In an apparent attempt to de¬ 
flect criticism of United Nations 
handling of tbe matter, he 
added: “ It is important for you 
to know that all the steps that 
bave been taken by me to send 
the mission to Tehran were con¬ 
sidered and discussed with the 
two governments and they fully 
supported it. 

J feel encouraged by the 
reaction on both sides. Tbe 
Iranian authorities bave made 
constructive statements express¬ 
ing their readiness to continue 
the effort. . . . 

“ But there is a power 
struggle in Iran. It is clear that 
the views of the Government 
of Iran do not coincide with rhe 
views of the students in the 
compound. We have this prob¬ 


lem and this in cn? of 
the reasons the commission 
returned." 

Appealing directly to re¬ 
porters, he said: “ Please have 
patience. This is au honest at¬ 
tempt. Never in my whole 
career was I trying so hard lc* 
achieve a resolution of such a 
delicate matter.” 

He went on: “Has anybody 
who criticizes us ottered a 
better alternative than the n n* 
1 have offered with the commis¬ 
sion ? I feel sorry hat this 
development means a further 
delay but nobody lias offered 
a better alternative.” 

Tony Allaway writes from 
writes from Tehran: The 
United Nations commission 
beat an ignominious retreat 
from Tehran today, haring 
failed to break the crisis 
between Iran add tbe United 
States. 

In spite of last-minute plead- 
iug bv Mr Sadeq Qotbzadeh, 
the Foreign Minister, to pro¬ 
long their stay, the commission 
left Tehran at S.10 am oo a 
flight for Zurich, all but 
admitting their trip bad been 
a failure. 

Behind them, tiie 49 Ameri¬ 
can hostages in the occupied 
embassy whom the commission 
never managed to see, awoke in 
their oue hundred and twenty- 
ninth day of captivity, probably 
unaware of the fuss thar has 
raged in the past week around 
tbeir beads. 

It now looks almost certain 
that no fresh moves can be 
made to effect their release 
until late April, when an as yet 
unelected Parliament is expec¬ 
ted to meet. The Parliament has 
been entrusted by Ayatollah 
Khomeini with rhe task of 
making a decision on the 
hostages. 

The ruling Revolutionary 
Council was said to be discuss¬ 
ing the commission at its meet¬ 
ing tonight, but it was difficult

President Zia said to have crushed 
coup attempt by army officers

President Zia ul-Haq of Pakis¬ 
tan crushed an attempted coup 
by some of his fellow army 
officers last week, according to 
reports reaching Loudon yester¬ 
day. The reports were denied 
by Pakistani officials and by 
tbe London embassy. 

Detailed information on the 
attempt was hard to verify but 
it appears that at least three 
generals and IS other officers 
were arrested last Tuesday and 
Wednesday and it is understood 
that among those held was 
Lieutenant General Muhammad 
Iqbal, the deputy chief of staff 
of the army. Other senior offi¬ 
cers held were Major-Generals 
Saghir Husain and Abbasi. 

The reported arrest of 
General Iqbal makes the 
attempted coup the most serious 
challenge to General Zia’s rule 
since be seized power after 
fraudulent elections under the 
late President Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto. It throws into question 
the reliability of Pakistan as an 
ally of the United States and 
the West in its confrontation 
with the Soviet Union over 
Afghanistan. Washington has 
recently sought to build up 
Pakistan -as a military power 
to counter Soviet expansionism. 


It is understood that those 
involved id the coup attempt 
were led by a retired infantry 
officer. Major General Tajmal 
Hu sain Malik, now said to be 
held in the central jail in 
Lahore. 

General Zia has never been 
a popular leader, even among 
his army colleagues, and while 
there seems to have been no 
single reason for his fellow 
officers’ disaffection to boil 
over at this time, sources in 
London indicate that it was 
General Zia’s rejection of an 
American military aid - pack¬ 
age last week which sparked 
the unrest. 

General Zia called the origi¬ 
nal American offer of aid, 
worth 5400m <£180ra) “pea¬ 
nuts” as his military regime 
basked in the centre of world 
attention as the country on the 
** front-line ” with the Soviet 
Union. General Zia believed 
that tbe Americans were ready 
to give him practically any¬ 
thing he wanted, according to 
tbe sources, and consequently 
drove home the message that 
£180m worth of military equip¬ 
ment was nothing compared 
with the task facing his army. 
Expectations in the army ran 
high at the prospect of getting 
the first sophisticated military 


equipment from the United 
States since 1965. 

The army, compared to Its 
traditional enemies across the 
border in India, is in a woeful 
state. Equipment is a mix of 
supplies from Britain, America, 
China, the Soviet Union aod 
Sweden—a logistic nightmare. 
It’s main battle tank, the M4S, 
dates from the early 1950s and 
is no match for me weapons 
deployed by the Soviet Union in 
Afghanistan or that in the 
Indian Army’s inventory. The 
Pakistanis have been repeatedly 
rebuffed in their attempts to 
get more modern equipment 
while India'has been able to 
modernize her forces. 

Pakistan’s answer to India’s 
massive superiority in ranks are 
outdated FB6 Sabre and MiG19 
aircraft so when America laid 
down stringent conditions to 
the £90m of military aid and 
£90m of economic aid the 
Pakistan army split i nto 
roughly two factions; those 
who felt the offer was humiliat¬ 
ing and should be rejected and 
those who felt tat the offer must 
be taken at any price to rescue 
the anny from its rJMirting 
uniforms and embarrassingly 
poor equipment. 


Yugoslav 
leaders plea 
for unify

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British Shipbuilders 
wins £50m orders

British Shipbuilders has won 
orders worth about £50m. They 
involve the building or conver¬ 
sion of five ships and will bring 
much-needed work to yards in 
the North-East, Clydeside, the 
south coast of Eogiand, and 
Northern Ireland. 

Despite the relief at winning 
tiie orders against strong com¬ 
petition from overseas, the 
state-owned group is unlikely to 
make a profit on them. The sur¬ 
plus it can expect to earn on. 
the one naval craft will be swal¬ 
lowed up by losses incurred on 
the four merchant ship orders. 

BS. which will make losses of 
almost ClOOnt in the year end¬ 
ing in April, does not cover 
costs on merchant ship orders, 
in common with virtually every 
other European builder. How¬ 
ever, the present contracts, 
which extend the merchant ship 
forward order book to £570m, 
will provide work for the core 
yards around which the 
slimmed-down industry is being 
created in preparation for-:the 
expected improvement in mar¬ 
ket conditions next year. * 

' Government assistance undet 
the'terms of the Industry Act 
is being sought for the four 
merchant ship orders. 

Smith’s Dock of ■ Middles- 
borough has signed a £25m 
contract with Geest Industries, 
of Spalding, to build two 
435,000 cubic feet refrigerated 
cargo vessels for dehvery in tbe 
second half of 1S8I. This wil) 
provide work for 1,500 men on 
Teesside, for at least 18 months. 
Intervention fund assistance has 
been sought 

Go van Shipbuilders on Clyae- 
side has won an.order against 
competition from '-Japan and 
other European ■ yards to' “ re¬ 
engine ” two 29,000 deadweight 
“Encounter Bay” class con¬ 
tainer ships to diesel power for 
Overseas Containers.- 

.The engines will be supplied 
by Harland and Wolff of 
Belfast, and the total value of 
the contract .is put at more 
than £10m. 


Finally, Vosper Thorneycrolt 
(UK) is to build a 56-metre fast 
partol craft for the Sultanate ot 
Oman at its Portcbester yard, 
in Hampshire. 

Mr John Parker, the BS mar¬ 
keting director, said: “This is 
a very good day for BS, follow¬ 
ing so closely on the successful 
conclusion of our national wage 
.settlement. I believe our suc¬ 
cess reflects the growing con¬ 
fidence that stupowning cus¬ 
tomers have in our yards. This 
has been largely due to the big 
improvement in industrial rela¬ 
tions within the industry ". 

Time lost through stoppages 
is at an all-time low, and less 
than one-third of tbe national 
average. 

Mr Parker added that BS, 
which last week was criticized 
for rejecting the opportunity of 
building an £8m car carrier, 
was now two-thirds of the. way 
towards achieving its target of 
45 merchant ship orders. 

This is tbe number required 
if BS is co provide secure em¬ 
ployment at tbe restructured 
levels in its core yards up to 
mid-1981. 

BS intends reducing its mer¬ 
chant shipbuilding workforce 
front 28,000 last September to 
18.000. However, it is hoped 
that jobs for up to 6,000 will 
be found in naval shipbuilding 
or offshore work. 

Tbe group is optimistic that 
tbe merchant shipbuilding mar¬ 
ket is levelling out New orders 
taken are almost equal to 
orders being completed. Never¬ 
theless, the forward book, at 
£S70m, is still about four times 
lower, in real terms, than in 
1975, when orders stood at 
£l,122m.. Tonnage being built 
in the merchant yards is still 
28 per cent that of the early 
1970s. 

This’ year the group is ex¬ 
pected to be narrowly within 
its loss limit of . f 100m, exclu¬ 
ding government assistance 
made available through the in¬ 
tervention fund. Next year, its 
loss target is much more strin¬ 
gent—£90m, excluding inter¬ 
vention assistance.

Ac a meeting on the economic 
costs of nuclear power, in Lon¬ 
don yesterady, organized by the 
Green Alliance and Parliamen¬ 
tary Liais on Group for Alterna¬ 
tive. Energy Strategies, he put 
forward a way of measuring 
future increases in capital 
costs. . 

Earlier attempts by groups 
at Harvard and the Massachu¬ 
setts institute of Technology

Surgeon plans eight transplants a year

Another £400,000 needed to send 
full team to the games

Another £400,000 needs to be 
raised by voluntary subscription 
and commercial sponsorship be¬ 
tween now and July if Britain 
is to send a full team to the 
Moscow Olympics. 

The British Olympic Associa¬ 
tion, which has set a target of 
Elm to cover the cost of partici¬ 
pation in both the summer 
Gaines in Moscow and the Win¬ 
ter Olympics at Lake Placid, 
has so far attracted donations 
and promises worth nearly 
£600.000. The cost of taking 
part has doubled since the Mon¬ 
treal Olympics of 1976. 

Mr George Nicholson, appeals 
secretary of the BOA, told The 
Times yesterday that there was 
no doubt about a British team 
going to Moscow; the only 
doubt, depending on the suc¬ 
cess of the appeal fund, was how 
big the team would be. 

“This country has always 
taken the view that as many 
sportsmen as possible should 
participate in the Olympics; we 
have never restricted ourselves 
to sending only those who are 
sure to bring back medals he 
said. 

From a purely financial view¬ 
point, the Government's derision 


not to oEfer any state support 
to this year’s Olympic squad has 
not been the cruel blow to the 
organizers that it might appear. 
In the past, government aid has 
been limited to underwriting the 
cost of the athletes’ travel to 
the Games. 

The Olympic organizers have 
not yet had to call on the Gov¬ 
ernment’s safety net. 

So far this year British com¬ 
mercial companies have given 
or promised about £300,000, 
either in cash or kind, such as 
shoes and clothes. In spite of 
the uncertainty surrounding the 
Games, appeal officials report 
that only three companies which 
have promised support have not 
yet delivered their cheques, and 
the association says k has no 
reason to doubt that they will 
fulfil their promises. 

In 1976 about £170.000 oE the 
total budget of £500,000 was 
provided from industry and 
commerce. 

This year the amount is 
greater but it still falls far short 
of the Olympic squad’s needs. 

“The problem the fund is 
facing is caused not by the poli. 
tical controversy over the rights 
and wrongs of the Moscow 


Games but by the uncertainty 
which that controversy has 
caused ”, Mr Nicholson said. 

Mast of the balance must 
come from- private donations, 
whether unsolicited or as a 
result of the BOA's publicity 
drives in 17,000 sports clubs and 
in every school in the country. 

Fund managers report that 
the Government’s decision to 
wash its hands of Moscow has 
resulted in on upsurge in pri¬ 
vate postal donations, from £2 

Upwards. 

Because of the uncertainty 
over the rightness of being seen 
in Moscow, the BOA has, for 
the time being, stopped 
approaches to commercial com¬ 
panies for funds, either in the 
form of direct donations or by 
licensing fees for use of the 
British Olympic logo. For the 
moment the fund is relying 
heavily on private donations 
and hopes there may still be up 
to £200,000 from individuals. 

For all the strictures, Britain 
managed to send one of its 
larger teams of athletes to Lake 
Placid, at a cost of £150,000, 
with the help of commercial 
sponsorship but no government 
aid. 


‘Vladivar’ finds competitive spirit

A British-born athlete has 
changed his surname by deed- 
poll to Vladivar in return for 
sponsorship in the Olympic 
Games by rhe Warrington-based 
vodka distillers. 

Mr Nick Akers, or Vladivar, 
a marathon and 10,000-metre 
runner aged 24, put the idea to 
Vladivar Vodka about IS months 
ago after failing to obtain 
sponsorship elsewhere. 

■“I wanted to give the spon¬ 
sors something ”, he said yester¬ 
day. “Too often, athletes say 
‘please support me’ and do not 
offer anything in return. By 
giving my name, myself, I fait 
that was enough for them and 
grounds for supporting men.” 

Mr Vladivar, who was born 
in Eastbourne, is entering the 
Olympics with a team of five 
from the Cayman Islands, where 
he lived for seven months. He 
is now’ resident in Canada. 

, His deal with the vodka dis¬ 
tillers has also earner sponsor¬ 
ship for the rest of the Cayman 
Islands team, estimated at 
£5,000. 

Mr Michael Lloyd Davies, the 


company’s marketing manager, 
said ; “ Our -view is that if com¬ 
mercialism is the only way to 
allow dedicated athletes to fulfil 
their ambitions let there be 
open commercialism. We sup¬ 
port the athletes; where they 
compete is up to them.” 

The company is also sponsor¬ 
ing a team of II British race- 
walkers, most of whom hope to 
be selected for the Olympics at 
trials in the early summer. 

The money, also about £5,000, 
will not pay their air fares and 
expenses, as with rhe Cayman 
Islands team, but is going to¬ 
wards training abroad at alti¬ 
tude, which race-walkers have 
previously been denied because 
of the cost. 

Mr Julian Hopkins, their 
coach, said: “ There is a big 
commitment to the athletes, 
both morally and financially. 
We are not embarrassing the 
Government. We are involved in 
sponsoring amateur athletes and 
do not feel recent events should 
affect a decision made some 
rime ago.” 

Neither the company nor the 
athletes felt the events in 


Afghanistan should affect the 
sponsorship programme. 

Mr David Shaw, general 
secretary of the British 
Amateur Athletics Board, said: 
“ We are delighted about the 
sponsorship. Race-walking has 
always been, a ‘Cinderella’ 
sport in Britain and the money 
will help us catch up with our 
competitors.” 

The sponsorship was long¬ 
term and not geared solely to 
the Moscow Olympics, he said- 
“ Our view is that we owe the 
athletes our full support.” 

As for Vladivar Vodka, the 
company is paying for the 
Cayman Islands team out of its 
West Indian budget, with a 
view to promoting white spirits 
other than rum in the islands. 
It has. also tried to sell its 
vodka in the Soviet Union, so 
far with little success. 

The company's cinema adver¬ 
tisements, showing the Russians 
trying to steal the secret of 
the “ Wodka from Varrington ”, 
provoked a request from the 
Russians to the.Department of 
Trade for a ban on their being

Third atom 
worker dies 
of cancer 


Mr Donald Leslie Kent, aged 
63, one of about 70 Aldermatson 
workers who lodged claims 
against the Ministry of Defence 
alleging exposure to radiation 
at the Atomic Research Estab¬ 
lishment, in Berkshire, -bas died 
of cancer. He worked there for 
more than 20 years. 

On the advice of the family’s 
solicitors, his body has been 
sent to St Bartholomew’s Hos¬ 
pital, London, for examination 
by Professor Patricia Lindop, a 
leading authority in radiation 
biology. 

A post-mortem examination 
was carried out at Basingstoke 
general hospital and the town's 
coroner will decide whether to 
hold an inquest. Two other 
Aldennaston workers, Mr Ken¬ 
neth Cummins and Mr Albert 
Newman, died last August after 
exposure to plutonium. 

Wessex Health Authority 
said Mr Kent had been treated 
at the Basingstoke hospital, 
where he died. 

The Ministry of Defence said: 
“ Mr Kent was one of the wor¬ 
kers who have a claim against 
us, alleging exposure to radia¬ 
tion. He worked intermittently 
from 1958 to 1964 as a radiation 
Worker.” 

An open verdict was recorded 
last November at an inquest on 
Mr Cummins. Body monitoring 
measurements- showed a .level 
between three and four times 
the maximum permissible lung 
burden of radiation.

An alternative to the Govern¬ 
ment’s new block grant system 
for local authority finance put 
forward by the local authority 
associations has been rejected 
by Mr Michael Heseltine, Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Environ¬ 
ment, because he thinks it 
would have “ very uneven and 
inequitable results” as applied 
to individual authorities. 

In a letter yesterday to Sir 
Gervas Walker, chairman of the 
Association of County Councils, 
and other local authority asso¬ 
ciation chairmen, Mr Heseltine 
stated: “I am pleased that 
there is complete agreement on 
the requirement for a new 
method oE needs assessment. 
However, I am sorry to say that 
your proposals on the grant 
machinery do not meet our 
objectives.” 

Mr Heseltine explains that 
his main objective In introduc¬ 
ing the block grant system was 
to deal with the difficulty of 
major over-spending authorities 
and the pre-emption of grant 
that flawed from high spending. 

“It is critically important.to 
provide a grant system which 
encourages economy and effi¬ 
cient management of resources 
by all authorities and which 
provides them with an incentive 
to keep their expenditure 
\yithin reasonable limits. 

" The only way we can meet 
this objective is by securing a 
link between expenditure and 
grant.”

Duke sees ecology threat in exploited Arctic 


By Our Science Editor 

The threat posed to the 
Arctic Ocean by the develop¬ 
ment of the northern latitudes 
far mineral extraction, trade 
and shipping is under scrutiny 
at a two-day meeting at the 
Royal Geographical Society in 
London. 

At rhe opening ceremony 
yesterday the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh said exploration and 
exploitation of the Arctic was 
about to be expanded con¬ 
siderably. That must not be 
allowed to cause unacceptable 
and permanent damage. 

As the Arctic territory was 
known to be extremely vulner¬ 
able to sudden changes, the 
consequences of exploitation 
musr be assessed beforehand, 
be said. Development _ pro¬ 
grammes should be consistent 
with the world conservation 
strategy prepared recently by 
the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature and 
Natural Resources.

Experts from 20 countries are 
seeking solutions to the ques¬ 
tions posed if the Arctic is to 
survive economic development, 
and if changes that could affect 


s global climate are to be 
avoided. 

Professor Louis Rey, presi¬ 
dent of the Comize Antique, 
explained trow observations 

from scientific satellites and 
other new methods of monitor¬ 
ing the environment had begun 
to increase understanding of 
the area. It was the largest 
landlocked maritime expanse in 
the world, he said, and thus 
was geophysically different 
from Antarctica, but it enjoyed 
far less conservation protection 
under international agreements. 

One aim of the meeting was 
to improve thus precarious 
status by identifying the risks, 
assessing their gravity and shar¬ 
ing responsibility for the future 
among the countries bordering 
and using the ocean. 

Professor Rey said the Arctic 
Ocean was a relatively young 
marine ecosystem, less than 
two million years old, that had 
not reached genetic stability. 
He likened it to a polar 
Mediterranean because of the 
effect the surrounding land 
masses had on its ecology. 

There were, a number of 
restricted openings, such as the 
Bering Strait, which were 


generally shallow and acted 
more as sills than passages for 
the circulation of water. The 
only large pathway was at the 
tap of the north Atlantic 
between Spitsbergen and Green¬ 
land. A vast flow of warm 
Atlantic water passes through 
this gap into the Arctic as a 
counter-flow of drifting ice and 
cold water comes out of the 
Polar Sea. 

The powerful Atlantic inflow, 
coming from along the coast of 
America, collects the exhaust 
waters from there and from 
Western Europe and threatens 
to become a formidable pollu¬ 
tion pipe, pumping millions of 
tons of agro-chemical and indus¬ 
trial waste into the Arctic. The 
way the currents are dispersed 
in the Arctic Ocean provides a 
trap for such substances to 
accumulate. 

Dr , E. L. Lewis, of the 
Canadian Institute of Ocean 
Sciences, reviewed evidence 
about the seasonal variations in 
the ice field, and its importance 
influencing world climate. 


He said the present possible 
man-made changes were con¬ 
sidered negligible compared 


with natural changes, with tbe 
exception of possible large 
alterations in flow from tne 
Siberian rivers. 

The crucial part played by 
run-off from the rivers had been 
emphasized by Professor Rey. 
The geometry of the Arctic 
Ocean allowed several large 
rivers to pour hundreds of 
millions of tons of fresh water 
into the Polar Sea. 

A few of them, the Ienissei, 
Ob, Lena, Kolyma and 
Mackenzie rivers, drained a 
continental area of more than 
10 million square kilometres, 
bringing 90,000 cubic metres of 
fresh water a second, a flow 
equivalent to five times the 
Mississippi- and about half the 
Amazon. Run-offs brought a 
great deal of natural sediments 
but also undesirable substances 
from the development of land, 
industry and mineral extrac¬ 
tion. 

The volume of such materials 
carried in run-offs, the con¬ 
sequence of irrigation schemes, 
would alter the flows of those 
rivers and the quality of the 
water they carry.

Since his company’s brochure 
had been printed, the company 
had been notified of 55 sur¬ 
charges. some for several air¬ 
ports and others for single air¬ 
ports.

Southend 

Two unknown factors seem 
likely to determine the result 
of the Southend, East, by-elec¬ 
tion tomorrow; the weather and 
the reliability of the train ser¬ 
vice to and from Fencburch 
Street. 

The weather will decide how 
many of the constituency’s 
14.000 pensioners more than a 
quarter of the electorate come 
out to vote. Most are commit¬ 
ted to Mr Edward Taylor, tbe 
Conservative candidate, whose 
policies on law and order and 
the defence of traditional moral 
values attract many of the 
elderly. Bad weather could well 
keep them at home and reduce 
the chances of a Tory victory. 

Tbe train service on the 
Southend line, one of the most 
unreliable io the country, could 
influence the voting pattern of 
the 7,000 commuters who live in 
the constituency. 

Bath the Conservative aod 
Liberal parties were wooing 
them yesterday. The Liberals 
had Mr David Alron, MP and 
Mr David Penhaligon, M? out 
at 7 am to speed them on their 
way to work while the Conser¬ 
vatives had Mr William White- 
law, Home Secretary, greeting 
them as they came back in the 
late afternoon. 

The Liberal and Conservative 
candidates also produced letters 
from Sir Peter Parker, chair¬ 
man of British Rail, promising 
a better service on the South¬ 
end line, including such de¬ 
lights as through corridor con¬ 
nexions to improve access to 
lavatories. 

Mr Taylor admitted : “ A lor 
will depend on whether the im¬ 
provement in train services 
takes place tomorrow.” 

Tbe Labour Party shunned 
such parochial issues and fielded 
11 MPs, most of them from 
Scottish constituencies, includ¬ 
ing Mr John Maxton, who un¬ 
seated Mr Taylor at Glasgow, 
Catbcaxt, in the last election. 

“ We threw him out of 
Scottish politics”, Mr Mart on 


said, “ and we want to keep him 
oul of English politics.’’ 

While the Liberals and Lab¬ 
our are pinning "rheir hopes'of 
winning rftis traditional Conser¬ 
vative seat on a low turnout, all 
three main parties say they are 
quietly confident 

Mr Taylor says be is much 
more confident than he was last 
week and that the number of 
doubters in the constituency 
has been reduced, although he 
admits to being worried that 
people who voted Tory for the 
first time at the last general 
election may defect this time 
because “ they have found after 
time months that the grass fc 
not greener and the skies are 
not bluer”. 

Mr Colin George, the Labour 
candidate, says that a canvass 
of half the constituency has 
found balf tbe electorate cojn- 
, mined to voting for him. 

Both the Labour aod Conser¬ 
vative agents say ibat they, can 
find no evidence of a signi¬ 
ficant Liberal vole. Indeed it 
is someth rag that worries Lab¬ 
our since they bad hoped for 
Conservative defections to the 
liberals to let them in. 

Not surprisingly, Mr David 
Evans, tbe Liberal candidate, 
hotly disputes these findings. 
He says Liberals are running a 
close second to Conservatives 
in areas of private housing and 
to Labour on council estates.

WEST EUROPE, 

Euro-Tories 
ready to 
discuss vote 
reform 

From David Wood 
Strasbourg, March 11 

E.ridsh Conservative MEPs 
are prepared to discuss a 
compromise between the first- 
past-the-post system and an 
clement of proportional repres¬ 
entation for the next direct 
elections to the European 
Parliament in 1984, Mr Janies 
Scott Hopkins, European Demo¬ 
crat leader, said here. 

He has in mind the propor¬ 
tional representation systems 
used in West Germany and 
Australia, although he added 
that the group had no commit¬ 
ment beyond discussion. The 
Rome treaty requires the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament to propose a 
uniform system of election 
throughout the EEC, but the 
decision will lie with the 
Council of Minesters under rhe 
unanimity rule, with ratification 
by national parliaments 

Replying to questions From 
French journalists, Mr Scott- 
H op kins doubted whether West¬ 
minster would accept a propor¬ 
tion representation system any 
more than it would for the 1979 
election, except in Northern Ire- 
laud. Both Mrs Thatcher and 
Mr- Callaghan, Leader of the 
Opposition, have declared 
against adopting proportional 
representation in the past, and 
Mr Scott-Hopkins believes the 
system’s supporters are still an 
all party minority in the Com¬ 
mons. 

On Che question oF passports, 
although the British Foreign 
Office has made a mock-up of a 
European Community passport, 
v.ith a burgundy cover, the 
European Parliament will hear 
tomorrow that the proposal has 
been overtaken by computer 
technology. 

The Parliament is expected to 
produce a majority for a Com¬ 
munity passport now that the 
British and French have yielded 
to the nthusiasm oF Bonn. But 
already the International Civil 
Aviation Authority fICAA) has 
devized a plastic card, rather 
like a credit card, which con¬ 
tains _ all the information 
appearing in bulky current 
passports. The Authority wants 
to introduce its card in the 
next month or two. 

The 1CAA claims that the 
card could be inserted into a 
machine for checking and cut 
nut the delays of manual pass¬ 
port control. Mr Tom Spencer, 
European Democrat MEP for 
Derbyshire, will hhow the Par- 
1 lament an example of the card 
when he speaks in tomorrow’s 
debate. 

The practical objection to the 
“ credit card ” passport is that 
it could not be used where visas 
are necessary and the political 
objection in Britain might be 
that it would he tantamount to 
a continental identity card. But 
within rhe Nine it would .prove 
more convenient and quicker

Communal rioting in B elgium 
threatens coalition government

Brussels, March ll a 

Belgium was still counting 
the cost today of one of its 
worst recent outbreaks of inter¬ 
com mun a l rioting last Sunday 
in rhe small Fourons district 
in the eastern part of the 
country. Shots were fired, 20 
people injured, houses ran¬ 
sacked and cars overturned. 

A11 gatherings of more than 
five persons have been banned 
in the district until further 
notice by Mr WiJfried Martens, 
the Prime Minister, who has 
also ordered an urgent investi¬ 
gation to establish responsi¬ 
bility. 

There is concern that the 
disturbances could put new 
strain on Mr Marten’s Christian 
Democratic-Soda list coalition 
Government, winch narrowly 
survived a crisis two months 
age only by jettisoning a third 
member of the coalition, the 
small Brussels-based Front of 
Democratic French-speakers. 

Last Sunday's fighting was 
between about 2,000 Dutch- 
speaking Flemish miH tarns, 
among Them a small minority 
belonging to the para -military 
and openly fascist Vlaamse 
Miirranten Orde, and about 300 


to 500 French-speaking Wal¬ 
loons. 

At the height of the rioting 
shots were fired from a 
Walloon-owned house, wound¬ 
ing two Flemish demonstrators. 
The owner claimed later to 
police that he had been afraid 
that his house was about to be 
sacked by die Flemish mob. 
Altogether, material damage 
was estimated at £100,000. 

The Fourons is a tiny enclave 
inside the French-speaking pro¬ 
vince of Liege on Belgium’s 
eastern frontier with Holland. 
Most of its 4,500 inhabitants 
speak Plat-Diets, a Germ an - 
Flemish patois, but it also con¬ 
tains an influential Walloon 
minority. 

In the early 1960’s, as part of 
a general realignment of the 
language boundary between 
Dutch-speaking Flanders and 
French-speaking Wallonia, the 
Fourons. previously part of the 
province of Liege, was trans¬ 
ferred for administrative pur¬ 
poses to the Flemish province 
of Limburg. 

The move was stoutly resisted 
by the Walloons who still agi¬ 
tate for return ro Lifige. The 
Flemish are equally insistent 
that the Fourons must remain 


Flemish territory. What is 
otherwise a small and unre 
markable rural community has 
thus become one of the touch¬ 
stones of relations between 
Belgium's French and .Dutch 
speakers. 

M Andre Cools, leader of the 
French-speaking wing of the 
Socialists, has questioned the 
impartiality -of the Flemish 
police in Sunday’s affray. News¬ 
paper editorials have also 
asked why the Government did 
not take preventive action, 
both' groups of demonsp-ator* 
having given ample indication 
of their provocative intent. 

The other main talking-poiflr 
in Brussels today was the failed 
attempt yesterday evening to 
kidnap Mr Leo Tindemans, the 
former Prime Minister, while 
he was on bis way to a speaking 
engagement at Affligem north¬ 
west of Brussels. 

Two men, Jean Buts, born 
in Brussels, but resident in 
Diisseldorf, and Edmond Doux- 
fils. of no fixed address, have 
been arrested in connexion 
with the affair. Police say the 
men have confessed their in¬ 
tention to kidnap Mr Tinde¬ 
mans and to demand a £3m 
ransom. 


French impressed by Mrs Thatcher’s powers 


More than what she said, it 
was the way she said it and 
the force of the personality 
behind the words that impres¬ 
sed French viewers about Mrs 
Thatcher’s appearance yester¬ 
day on the Cards on the'Table 
television programme. Ir was a 
personality that came through 
even the semantic shortcomings 
of the simultaneous translator. 

To a country still dominated 
by the Latin variety of male 
chauvinism which, as a former 
woman minister once confessed, 
holds that a woman cannot be 
both feminine and have a 
political instinct, the British 
Prime Minister proved convin¬ 
cingly that it was possible to 
combine both. 

There were moments during 
the broadcast when M Alain 
Duhamel and M Jeao-Pieare 
Elkabbash, both old hands in 
the art of getting politicians to 
bare their souls involuntarily 
by putting to them seemingly 
artless questions, seemed cast 
in the role of a couple of 
naughty schoolboys reproved by 
their teacher with a raising rf 
the eyebrows for failing to 


graps the obvious. What is 
more, they did not seem to 
mind, and played the game 
willingly. M Elkabbash is 
quoted in Le Figaro as saying 
that of those 90 minutes at No 
10 Downing Street he kept the 
memory of a woman “full of 
chann and seduction whose 
radiating presence conceals a 
great audhority and a deep- 
seated desire to infuse some 
warmth into the dimate of 
Fran co-British relations." 

There is definitely a Thatcher 
phenomenon in this country, 
which works its magic on 
French men and women from 
President Giscard d'Estaing 
downwards. They feel about her 
what is said to have been re¬ 
marked once about Mine Simone 
Veil, now President of the 
European Parliament, that she 
is the only man in the 
Cabinet.

They appreciate that the 
medicine which M Raymond 
Barre, their own Prime Mini¬ 
ster, is compelling them to 
swallow is an emollient com¬ 
pared to the emetic she is ad¬ 
ministering to her countrymen. 

M Barre has occasionally con¬ 
fessed privately with some re¬ 
gret that the psychology of his 
countrymen does not make it 
possible to use the same 
methods to cut government 
spending, increase productivity 
and reduce economic controls. 

He fully appreciates that Mrs 
Thatcher’s attitude towards the 
Community is essentially linked 
to the kill or cure remedy she 
is determined to apply at home, 
and that if he were the British 
Prime Minister he would do the 
same thing, if not in the same 
way. 

Mrs Thatcher’s great art, an 
observer in the corridors of 
power confided to me today, 
is one of apparently artless 
simplification.

M Choucq has been seeking 
bail for Lis clients, wno had 
been arrested after disturbances 
which have become a daily oc¬ 
currence at the public inquiry 
into a nuclear power station 
plan near Plogoff in FinLstfere. 
The lawyer suggested that the 
only reason one defendant had 
been released and not the 


others was that be was related 
to a member of the bench. 

The tribunal immediately sus¬ 
pended M Choucq, so unleash¬ 
ing a storm of protest from 
militant members of the legal 
profession all over France. Yes¬ 
terday, lawyers in Nantes re¬ 
fused to appear before the 
courts, and they have said they 
will continue their protest until 
next Monday. Lawyers in Stras¬ 
bourg have been called to ob¬ 
serve a similar strike tomorrow.

Israel may defy UN 
by seizing mare land

In defiance of the recent 
: United Nations resolution call- 
. ing. for the dismantling of all 
Jewish settlements on Arab ter¬ 
ritory, rhe Israel Government 
has revived a controversial 
building plan which would in¬ 
volve seizing some 5,000 acres 
of land in occupied east Jeru¬ 
salem. 

It is understood that the plan 
[ has been put forward by Mr 
David Levy, the Housing Minis¬ 
ter and one of the main sup¬ 
porters of an expansionist 
settlement programme. It has 
now been referred for detailed 
examination by a Cabinet com- 
mittee consisting of Mr Levy, 
Mr Yigael Hurwitz, the Finance 
! Minister, and Mr Yitzhak Zamir, 
the Attorney General. 

The purpose of the plan is to 
extend the ring of modern 
Jewish suburbs which have been 
systematically erected in a pro¬ 
tective ring around the outskirts 
of east Jerusalem since the area 
was annexed during the 1967 
war. The United Nations 
Security Council vote, which 
America later explained it bad 
supported in error, specifically 
called for the dismantling of 
these suburbs which house at 
least 60,000 Jews. 

It was the failure of the 
Security Council to draw a 
distinction between these 
neighbourhoods and the 
Jewish settlements in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
which particularly angered the 
Israeli authorities. "Mr Mena- 
chem Begin, the Prune Minister, 
described the demand to 
abandon them as “ a barbaric 
fantasy 

If the new building pro¬ 
gramme is approved, it is 
certain to create a new wave of 
international protest, as most of 
the land to be expropriated is 
owned by Arabs. It would be 


one of the biggest construction 
programmes undertaken in east 
Jerusalem -in recent years, and 
provide housing for about 
10,000 Jewish families. 

According to Mr Lew and 
his supporters, the projected 
housing estates would end the 
present isolation of Neve 
Yaacov, the most remote Jewish 
neighbourhood in east Jeru¬ 
salem, which is cut off physic¬ 
ally from the other new suburbs 
which the Israelis have built up 
in the area oyer the past 13 
years. 

As originally drawn up by the 
last Labour Government, the 
new development would have 
effectively sealed off. the 
largest gap in the Israeli pre¬ 
sence on Jerusalem’s periphery, 
thus making it more difficult 
for the city to, be redivided in 
any future .political settlement. 

It was opposed by tbe Mayor, 
Mr Teddy Kollek, who claimed 
that the expropriation would 
unduly exacerbate tensions 
between Jews and Arabs. 

In proposing the plan for¬ 
mally at the last Cabinet 
session, Mr Levy argued that 
the area in question- was being 
filled by illegal Arab building, 
which was forming a dangerous 
wedge between Neve Yaacov 
and the other new Jewish 
suburbs. These suburbs contain 
a large number of imposing 
concrece tower blocks which, 
have been widely criticized for 
spoiling Jerusalem’s historic 
skyline. 

'As well- as advocating the 
massive new development in 
east Jerusalem, Mr Levy _ is 
also demanding the quick 
resettlement of Jews in the 
centre oF Hebron, the second 
largest Arab rown on tbe 
occupied West Bank. Experts 
from his ministry have drawn 
up detailed plans for the 
reconstruction of the Jewish 
quarter in thq town and these 
-will be put to tbe Cabinet soon.

The Soviet Army newspaper 
today reassured the thousands 
ot Soviet soldiers expecting to 
be sent to Afghanistan-that vil¬ 
lagers and tribesman there are 
giving the Soviet troops a warm 
welcome and are grateful for 
their help. 

A report in Red Scar said 
Soviet soldiers in the village of 
Hairhana, near Kabul, were pro¬ 
viding medical aid, giving 
presents to school children, 
planting trees and helping 
-peasants repair their farm im¬ 
plements. 

The villagers had expressed 
profound thanks to the local 
Soviet commanders and were 
convinced the troops had come 
to Afghanistan with good in¬ 
tentions, the report said. 
a The dispatch is one of the 
first to describe day-ro-day re¬ 
lations between the Soviet sol¬ 
diers in Afghanistan and tbe 
local population. It comes at a 
time when many ordinary Soviet 
families have been alarmed by 
reports heard on Western radio 
broadcasts of attacks on the 
Russians and Afghan resent¬ 
ment at their presence. 

The report from Kabul was 
accompanied by two photo¬ 
graphs showing a group of sail¬ 
ing villagers, one with his arm 
round .a Soviet soldier from 
centra/ Asia, and an old peasant 
in traditional dress sitting on 
a tank and chatting with the 
Soviet crew. 

The Red Star report said the 
Russians had set up a medical 
tent in Hairhana where the 
local population was treated. 
The soldiers had helped the 
villagers redecorate the school 
and had given a concert for 
the children. They were pre¬ 
paring to help fanners plant 
trees 

A bearded elder called Mah¬ 
moud was quoted as saying that

Tbe paper said tbe attitude 
of all honest Afghans to the 
Soviet soldiers was one of “ sin¬ 
cere hospitality and profound 
gratitude”. The report said the 
villagers rejected all “ vicious 
nonsense about Soviet soldiers 
and officers”. 

In recent weeks the Soviet 
press has begun to suggest that 
the Russians will have to stay 
irr Afghanistan a long time. At 
the same rime it has acknow¬ 
ledged that the Muslim insurg¬ 
ents are putting up a tough 
fight and it gave a fairly 
graphic account of the uprising 
in Kabul two weeks ago. 

All this has alarmed the Rus¬ 
sians, and there are widespread 
rumours about the number of 


coffins coming back from Af¬ 
ghanistan. Evidently the press 
has now decided it is time to 
paint a rather more reassur¬ 
ing picture. 

Today Pravda said the situa¬ 
tion was steadily returning to 
normal. Tbe Afghan Govern¬ 
ment and party had made ap¬ 
peals to worke'rs and religious 
leaders to create an atmosphere 
of confidence and trust, the 
paper said, and was doing 
everything possible to encour¬ 
age the return borne of those 
who had left the country be¬ 
cause they bad “ failed to under¬ 
stand the meaning of tbe 
events ”.

Moscow denies violating 
Pakistan’s air space

Islamabad, March 11 

The Soviet Union has denied 
that one of its Air Force air¬ 
craft violated Pakistan’s air 
space 11 days ago. It has pro¬ 
tested at what it called “ an 
unprovoked attack ” by two 
Pakistan Air Force fighters 
when the Soviet aircraft was 
inside Afghanistan's air space. 

According to Pakistan, which 
protested to Moscow immedi¬ 
ately after tbe incident took 
place, the Soviet AN26 was 
intercepted by the Pakistan 
fighters on March 1 while ir 
was fljing over Chittra), in the 
northernmost tip of the coun¬ 
try. After warning shots it was 
escorted back towards Afghani¬ 
stan and left when it was 
within five miles of Afghan 
territory. 

Pakistani officials rhen re¬ 


ported- that President Zia had 
been informed of the incursion 
and had given instruction that 
the Soviet aircraft must not be 
harmed 

This was the first reported 
occasion when a Soviet aircraft 
had penetrated Pakistan air 
space, according to Islamabad, 
since the Soviet invasion of 
.Afghanistan, ar Christmas. How¬ 
ever, the Pakistan authorities 
have claimed that more than 20 
incursions into their air space 
were committed by Afghani¬ 
stan's Air Force in a 2S day 
period since Christmas. 

The Soviet Embassy said here 
today that two Pakistan fighters 
Fired on the AS2G while ir was 
operating over an Afghan 
locality near Jalalabad.

Tbe European Community 
and the Association of South¬ 
east Asian Nations (Asean) 
overcame considerable resist¬ 
ance among themselves here 
last week to jointlv condemn 
the Soviet Union for sending 
troops into Afghanistan and for 
stage managing tbe invasion of 
Kampuchea by Vietnam last 
year. 

This was evident in the care¬ 
ful wording of the statement 
and informed sources conceded 
that tbe bargaining at times was 
rough. 

There were members within 
each group opposed to naming 
both me Soviet Union and Viet¬ 
nam as aggressors, but the end 
statement not only did that but 
also blamed the Soviet Union 
for having expansionist inten¬ 
tions in Asia. Asean, however, 
was careful ro iusisr rbat 
despite its political stands, 
which technically were informal 
sessions of the foreign minis¬ 
ters, it intended to remain a 
social, cultural and economic 
block. 

The statement dealt another 
political blow to the Soviet 
Union following rfae stinging 
rebuke it got from tbe United 
Nations General Assembly and 
others including Third World, 
countries, for its invasion of 
Afghani srao. 

The EEC position on the 
issues was hammered our at 
the meeting of its foreign 
ministers in Rome last month. 
As for tbe Asean nations, all 
except Singapore hare been 
careful not to mention Vietnam 


as the aggressors while raking 
the Soviet Union ro task for its 
moves in Afghanistan. 

But the move itself, accord¬ 
ing to EEC sources at tbe 
conference, arose from fears of 
action against Yugoslavia after 
the death of President Tito. 
“ This possibility weighed 
heavily in our minds when the 
foreign ministers met in Rome 
last month ”, said one senior 
EEC diplomat. “ We had to 
take a strong stand.” He con¬ 
ceded that it had been difficult 
persuading some of the EEC 
countries, particularly France, 
ro go along. 

Similar reservations were 
held within Asean, particularly 
among officials in Bangkok and 
Kuala Lumpur. While there is 
general unanimity among the 
Asean countries—Thailand 
Malaysia, Singapore. Indonesia 
and the Philippines—on oppos¬ 
ing aggression in Kampuchea, 
the position is generally muted 
by a marked reluctance of all 
but Singapore to be highly 
critical of Vietnam’s actions. 

Their resolutions until now 
had been couched in general 
terms, calling merely for the 
expulsion of all foreign forces 
from Kampuchea- 

Several EEC foreign minis¬ 
ters orirately conceded chat the 
political statement, rather than 
the economic cooperation pact 
which was the purpose of the 
meeting in Kuala Lumpur, was 
of sufficient imoort to be an 
“ important benchmark ” in the 
Community's future ties with 
Asean. 

There is a feeling within 
Asean that this newly found 


unanimity ought to be trans¬ 
lated into concrete proof in the 
form of EEC assistance in get¬ 
ting che economies of the five 
Asean countries off the ground. 

There is a growing feeling 
that there ought to be regular 
meetings of the. 14 foreign 
ministers. Under the economic 
cooperation pact, there is pro¬ 
vision for regular specialist 
committee meetings. But the 
foreign ministers themselves 
seem to feel that they ought to 
meet for wider agreement in 
such areas as Soviet expan¬ 
sionist tendencies. 

“ It is fortuitous that in the 
present meeting, there was al¬ 
ready a ready made issue that 
we could draw our attention 
to ”, noted one official. 

While there are advantages 
in this, the cobwebs of suspic¬ 
ion in both groupings can only 
be removed slowly. Ooe EEC 
foreign minister kepr grumbling 
to his staff that the Community 
ought to have concentrated not 
on Asean, but on South 
America- * 


Miss Hearst 
claims 
lawyer let 
her down

The Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco to¬ 
day is considering a request 
from the lawyer of Miss 
Patricia Hearst, who wants the 
judges to quash her conviction 
for armed bank robbery- The 
newspaper heiress claims that 
the celebrated defence lawyer, 
Mr F. Lee Bailey, rushed the 
case to trial because he planned 
to write a book about it. 

Miss Hearst, aged 25, did 
not appear in court on Mon¬ 
day- She was convicted of the 
robbery in 1977 and served 
less than rwo years in prison 
before President Carter com¬ 
muted her sentence, allowing 
her to go free. 

Her lawyer, Mr George 
Marti oz of San Francisco, 
argued today that Mr Bailey’s 
apparent “ conflict of interest” 
denied bis client the right ro 
effective counsel. 

Much of bis argument cen¬ 
tred on a book contract that 
Mr Bailey was said to have 
signed during the trial. He 
claimed that the lawyer may 
have consciously or unconsci¬ 
ously decided against delaying 
the trial or seeking its move 
elsewhere in order to profit 
from quick publication. (Mr 
Bailey has not yet published 
a book.) . , 

Miss Hearst, now tnamed 
and living in the suburbs of 
San Francisco, contends than 
her conviction should be set 
a side on any of three grounds: 
Prejudicial ‘ pre-trial publicity, 
illegal recordings made while 
she was in jail, and tbe denial 
Of effective assistance of coun¬ 
sel. 

Arguing against her plea, Mr 
Sanford Svertov, a United States 
assistant attorney, claimed that 
Miss Hearst was just looking 
** for someone to blame ” for her 
conviction. “They can’t blame 
it on the judge, they can't blame 
it on the jury ”, he said. ** The 
defendant can’t bring it on her¬ 
self to at&nit guilt so they blame 
it on defence counsel. In fact, 
there was extremely strong evi¬ 
dence of her guilt.” 

The Patricia Hearst story be¬ 
gan in February. 1974, when she 
was kidnapped from her flat in 
Berkeley by terrorists of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army. 
She later joined her captors and 
when she was arrested some 14 
months later she was charged 
with bank robbery and other 
crimes She was found guilty 
and given a seven-year prison 
sentence.

. A 15-year prison sentence for 
General Chung Seung Hwa, the 
former Chief of Staff of the 
Army and martial law comman¬ 
der, was demanded by a mili¬ 
tary prosecutor today. 

At a preliminary court 
martial, General Chung, aged 
51, was charged with helping 
Kim Jae Kyu, the former direc¬ 
tor or the Korean Central Intel¬ 
ligence Agency (KCIA) who 
shot President Park Cheung 
Hee last October, in a plot to 
seize power after the assassina¬ 
tion. 

General Chung’s defence is 
based on the claim that he was 
unaware that Mr Kim was the 
assassin. He said that his co¬ 
operation with Mr Kim after 
the event was in line with his 
duty as Array Chief of Staff to 
maintain national security. 

He said that he did not real¬ 
ize that it was Mr Kim who had 
killed the President until the 
chief presidential secretary, 
who bad witnessed the shooting, 
told him several hours later. He 
realized, too late, that he had 
been used by Mr Kim. 

General Chung’s lawyer 
argued that evidence of witnes¬ 
ses proved this. Reminding the 
court of General Chung’s 32 
years of active service in the 
army, he said he regretted that 
“tbe old soldier was not allowed 
to fade away honourably”.

A proposal wfaidi has been mooted from 
time to time over the past quarter century 
is that petty offenders should be required 
to report to some centre at times which 
would interfere with their leisure: for 
example on Saturday afternoons—a pro¬ 
posal that seemed especially suitable for 
football hooligans. 

Scottish sheriffs used occasionally to 
make this a condition of deferred sen¬ 
tences. The Wootton Committee recom¬ 
mended it as “a m»M and not necessarily 
ineffective deterrent” and suggested that 
tile reporting centres should be police 
stations. 

Unfortunately the police were unwilling 
to be used in tins way, although offenders 
on bail and motorists who have to pro¬ 
duce licences and other documents are 
often required to report to police stations. 
It is an idea which the present Government 
might well reexamine. 

Finally, the pratzcability of “home 
detention orders ” needs serious discussion. 
Such orders would prohibit, offenders, for 
periods of weeks or even months, from 
leaving their homes except during speci¬ 
fied hours of the day or in emergencies. 
The idea is not quite unheard of; a 
Californian judge has used it for one or 
two women offenders. As an alternative 
to imprisoning parents of young families 
it has obvious advantages. 

Enforcement would obviously be patchy: 
but so is tbe detection of disqualified 
drivers. No doubt it would be likened to 
“ bouse arrest ” in South Africa. But house 
arrest is open to criticism not because 
it is inhumane but because it is ordered 
by a minister instead of a court, for 
political reasons and for long periods. 

To all these suggestions it will be 
objected either that they are unsuitable 
for sr»ne offenders’ circumstances or that 
they will hurt some more than others. Yet 
the same can be said of every penalty in 
the statutes. 

If non-custodial thinking is to make any 
progress it must make a lateral jump, and 
acknowledge thee “treatment” is not the 
only or the most practicable aim.

This generation (which 
included executives of smaller 
companies) were business- 
oriemed, but they came to their 
jobs with a low for, and know¬ 
ledge of, classical music and, 
not infrequently, training in its 
disciplines (Lieberson was a 
graduate of the Eastman School 
of Music and, like his son 
today a composer). This exper¬ 
tise led them to cake risks for 
the sake of music, and gave 
their product a tone and sinew 
which reflected to the credit 
of tbe company and which has 
continued to enrich its treas¬ 
ury through the sales of back- 
list items. These men have 
been replaced either by 
accountants—those slaves to 
the bottom fine—or by men

who have only peripheral, 
superficial knowledge of classi¬ 
cal music, and that attuned 
more to sales appeal than to 
musical factors. 

The recent hyperbole which 
surrounded the discovery of 
the aged pianist Ervin Nyiregy- 
hazi may have had its musical 
justification a$ a window on a 
long-lost pianisUc world, but 
tbe marketing of his records, 

which emphasized his derelict 
existence in the fleabags of the 
West Coast, was directed from 
the strict advertising stand¬ 
point of instant, and maximum, 
fiscal return irrespective of 
musical worth. It is indicative 
that the newly appointed head 
of the Columbia Waterworks 
division, Simon Schmidt, comes 
from a background of account¬ 
ing and finance. 

This situation is exacerbated 
by tbe relative unimportance 
of classical recordes vis-a-vis the 
popular, and by the fact char, 
as popular records sales fail, 
classical records bear part of 
the brunt of cutbacks. Also, 
tibe major labels are today less¬ 
er adjuncts of giant conglo¬ 
merate companies, whose main 
activities and revenues do not 
derive from records, classical 
or popular. Thus rhe projects 
and needs of the classical 
department command au ever- 
diminishing share of attention, 
and are ever more subject to 


being considered from a 
rigorous profit-and-lass basis 
by the corporation’s financial 
department. Where Lieberson, 
for instance, had the stature to 
be able to argue against (if 
not entirely eliminate) these 
tendencies, no one today can 
be said to occupy his position. 
Moreover, given the rapid 
turnover on this level of 
management, no one is likely 
to take a strong stand for any¬ 
thing which might be fiscally 
risky. 

The recent dismissal of 
Teresa Sterne, artistic director 
of Nonesuch records, exempli¬ 
fies this situation. In 14_ years 
she had created a dynamic and 
vital record company, combin¬ 
ing licensing of recordings 
from abroad with new record¬ 
ings of a range of old and new 
American music, from a cross- 
section of major composers, as 
well as ethnic music from 
around tbe world, on records 
inexpensively priced. Her cata¬ 
logue stands as a superior 
example oF what can be done 
for music, past and present,, by 
an alert and informed mind, 
and her stable of composers 
and artists—including William 
Bolcom, Jan De Gaetani, Paul 
Jacobs, Joshua Rifkin and 
Arthur Weisberg—was first 
class. Yet, from tbe standpoint 
of Elektra/Asylum, which 
owns Nonesuch, falling sales 


Quest for a part worth playing 


Calculating by the age of his 
youngest daughter, who was 
born during the run of Harold 
Pinter’s Tea Party and 7*fte 
Basement, Donald Pleasence 
reckons it has been nine years 
since he appeared on a London 
stage. Not long after that he 
was in a classic Broadway flop, 
a production of Simon Gray’s 
Wise Child which played to 
cheering audiences for two 
weeks of previews before tbe 
first-night review in The New 
York Times chopped the official 
run to three nights. Reflections, 
the new play by John Peacock 
which opens at tbe Theatre 
Royal, Haymarket, tomorrow, 
marks his first return to the 
stage since that failure. 

“I took it very badly”, he 
recalls. “ I made the mistake of 
responding, not in my own de¬ 
fence, for mv performance had 
been praised, but because I 
thought the play had been 
badlv treated and misunder¬ 
stood.” His performance, in fact, 
was nominated six months later 
for Broadway’s highest honour, 
tbe “ Touv " award, making the 
fourth time in four perform¬ 
ances that be had been nomina¬ 
ted. 

Alter the opening night -of 
Wise Child the company went 
on to the ritual party at Sardi’s. 
For a while the celebration was 
unimpeded by doubt, but after 
a phone link to The Neu> York 
Times brought Clive Barnes’s 
voice to the party, broadcasting 
his rejection of the play, me 
celebrants disappeared. ‘‘ what 
made one angry was that a11 
these rich and powerful people 
left The parry immediately after 
hearing that one review, leaving 
our heads on the chopping 
block” 

Pleasence has certainly not 
lacked for work since,, appear¬ 
ing in film and television with¬ 
out much rest, but where in 
the past he felt be was part of 
rhe.tbearre world and only: mak¬ 
ing excursions into cinema—un¬ 
forgettably in such films as 
Roman Polanski’s Cul-de-sac — 
-he now feels something of an 
outsider returning to 1 the closed 
world of theatre. In tibe eight 
or so years since Wise Child he 
has become a “film perron”, 
joining the people be used to 
see as “ zombies ” when be was 
part of the more flamboyant 
theatrical life. 

His disappointment at that 
play’s failure accounts for much 
of his long -absence, but until 
Peacock’s play came his way 
with the part of Grieve, the 
professional English revolu¬ 
tionary who led Madame du 
BaiTy back to her death in the 
French Revolution, he had been 
hard-pressed to find a part that 
challenged him. Peacock, a 
friend of Pleasence's daughter 
Angela, is kind enough to say 
he wrote the part for me”, 
though the role is something of 
a straight departure from the 
offbeat characterizations In odd 
plays which have become 
Plea sente’s speciality. 

Because so few suitable 
scripts have come his way in 
recent years, and he has a dedi¬ 
cation to new writing which is 
visible throughout his career, 
before Reflections came along 
he was very tempted to place 
an advertisement in Time Out 
or tbe New Statesman to flush

The RTE Symphony Orches¬ 
tra’s present standard is high, 
although it is not easy to 
characterize departments, or the 
whole orchestra, with an epithet 
that instantly suggests itself.

Zaman slips smoothly into 
higher gear for victory

It was 
no surprise n> hear mu tie rings 
about a ** ripoff ” and It must be 
doubtful whether many spectators 
will take the same bait again.

We are of course aware that 
your Minister, for Sport bas made 
known what appears to: be the 
Government's opposition, to' tire 
Lions Tour: But you have not yet 
either declared vour own view, or 
employed tbe full autiiority of your 
office to bring -the kind of strong 
pressure to bear on the rugby 
authorities which yon hare been 
prepared to do over the M oscow 
Olympics. "At present the Govern-, 
meut is "guilty of double standardr 
in taking a vigorous position over 
British athletes going to Moscow 
but pot being prep a red to actively 
oppose tire international crime of 
apartheid in soort. 

We would tirereforv request that 
you make urgent and strong rep¬ 
resentations to the British rugby 
authorities to stop the Lions tour 
which, if It proceeds. wdH oxtiv 
solidify still further the structure 
of racism in Sooth African sport.

Cousins struggles behind Mr Dependable 


From John Heunessy 
Dortmund, March 11 

Robin Cousins, tbe British figure 
skating champion, has left himself 
a mountain to climb if be is to 
add the world title to that of 
European and tbe Olympics. He 
lies fifth after today's compulsorv 
figures, a decline of one place 
compared with Lake Placid. More 
significantly, and more seriously, 
tbe margin between him and tbe 
leader, Jan Hoffmann, of East 
Germany, is considerably wider 
than last time. 

As things stand, the inter¬ 
mediate placings are held by David 
Santee (United States], Charles 
Ticker (United States) and Jean- 
Cnristophe Sim and (France). Com¬ 
pared with Lake Placid at the same 
stage Santee has overtaken his 
compatriot and Simond has dis¬ 
lodged Cousins. 

The accompanying table shows 
the marks accumulated so far by 
the leading skaTers. adjusted 
according to die formulae estab-" 
llshed by die International Skating 
Union. Ignoring possible complica¬ 
tions raised by the skaters in 
between, it will be seen that the 
lowest margin between Hoffmann 
and Cousins is the 0.36 of the 
American judge (number three). 


When you recall that at this 
corresponding stage at Lake 
Placid, fouc judges put 0.26 or 
less daylight between them it will 
be seen how much more demand¬ 
ing is tbe task confronting tbe 
British champion. Bearing in mind 
tbe microscopic margin that" finally 
separated the two skaters last 
month, it -will be readily under¬ 
stood why British followers are In 
a subdued mood. 

The cause is not yet totally lost. 
A brilliant short programme to¬ 
morrow. combined with a fall 
from grace by Hoffmann, -could 
substantially change the picture. 
So could a Cousins at his resplen¬ 
dent best in tbe free on Tfcursdav 
night. But Hoffmann is Mr 
Dependable in anyone's language 
and Cousins has noc this season 
been able to scale the heights he 
can. 

Cousins was set back on ins 
heels at the start of a long and 
pnaishtog ordeal cf figures tor all 
and sundry, short!v after seven 

o'clock this mrazudg. . He laid 
down a rocker that was so poorfy 
marked, all below 4.0. thu l asked 
his trainer. Carlo Fassi, n-hac bad 
gone wrong. ” Everything **. he 
replied, with bis usual eitthuaasm 
for exaggeration. Cousins's figure 


had been off axis. 

He was satisfied with his other 
two figures, although even here 
only a few marks hovered around 
the 4.0. Christa Fsssj, wife and 
professional partner of Carlo, felt 
that the judges may have been 
conditioned hy tbe first figure futo 
tbe belief that this was not 
Cousins's day. His '' gymnastics ” 
in the loops bad put her heart in 
her mouth but “ that is normal 
for him 

Geoffrey Yates, the British 
judge, was akuosr Cousins's harsh¬ 
est critic, his 3.4, 3.8, 3.8 being 
surpassed In severity only by the 
Swedish judge, whose total for tbe 
three was 10.9. To Yates, as judge 
Dumber one. fell the doubtful 
privilege of -giving tbe first and 
lowest mark of tne<dsy among tbe 
leading skaters, far - Cousins’s 
rockers. There are those who criti¬ 
cize British judges for their often 
eccentric willingness to hammer 
their own. Rather. T think, they 
should be congratulated for allow¬ 
ing their opinions to remain un¬ 
clouded by excessive chauvinism.

Mr Cryer saJd: Both sides are 
armed to the teeth and spending 
massive chunks of expenditure on 
armaments. It Is foolish to Install 
further Cruise missiles in this 
counny, over which we have no 
control, at a cost of £20m when we 
are cutting back on the social scr- 
% ices, education and health. 

Mr Pym (Cambridgeshire, C)—It 
is the view oF Nato. which we 
strongly support, that this modern¬ 
isation programme is accessary. 
There is an armed build-up going 
on on both sides which is wholly to 
he regretted. It is the purpose of 
the policy to reduce tin's on both 

^^’is wall documented that the 
militarv effort in the Warsaw Pact 
countries is on a much larger scale 
than our own and that their 
present rare of increase is larger.

Mr Pym—The intention is to base 
them collectively. I cannot say in 
how many bases,but they are cap¬ 
able of deployment at short notice. 
That is tire essence of the design. 
The decision whether to keep them 
close together or widely dispersed 
will depend upon tbe circum¬ 
stances of tension, or the circum¬ 
stances of that time. 


Mr Eric Heffer (Liverpool, Wal¬ 
ton, Lab)—WIH we have control 
over these missiles? 


Mr pym—The answer is that the 
control that would exist is the 
same as it has been hitherto. There 
will be joint decision with the 
United States. That is the arrang- 
menr that has existed previously 
and it is the arrangement that win 
continue in future. 


Anxiety over provision 
of civil defence 


There was a good deal of anxiety 
about whether or not the provis¬ 
ion for civil defence was adequate, 
Mr Francis Pym. Secretary of State 
for Defence, said. 

He was answering Mr John 
Evans (Newton, Lab) who said the 
minister should make It clear to his 
Mato colleagues that be accepted 
there could be no civil defence 
against a nuclear attack and that 
they should not waste taxpayers* 
money on this fruitless enterprise. 

Mr Pym—Mr Evans is expressing a 
minority view CiriI defence is not 
my responsibility but there is a 
great deal of anxiety about 
whether or not the provision that 
Jr made is adequate. The Horae 
Secretary (Mr William Whirelaw) 
has this matter under renew at 
present. 

Mr Frank Ailaun fSalford, Easr. 
Labi—Even if the survivors 
have sheltered five storeys below 
the surface, mil the?- not have to 
come up some time after? Will 
they not find that their stricken 
city is fatally radio active apart 
from being subject to a fire storm? 
Mr Pym—The point about our 


defence capability in its compre¬ 
hensiveness and range, together 
with that of our allies, is that it la 
to preserve peace and prevent war 
ever starting in the first place. 
That is our strategy. There is no 
aggressive thought or intention in 
our minds. 

It is totally defensive in concept. 
It Is to deter the possibility of 
anyone thinking it worth while to 
start a war of this kind tint we 
have the capability we have. 

Mr Stanley Newens (Harlow, Lab) 
later saJd—There is a need for 
some economy in defence expend¬ 
iture in future. Does the Govern¬ 
ment not accept there Is a need in 
the present circumstances for 
reductions lo some of its more 
grandiose plans for defence 
expenditure increases? 

Mr Pym—Tbe situation which 
faces us requires us to spend more 
on defence rather than less, how¬ 
ever much we may dislike that. But 
in an organization as vast as 
defence there is always scope to 
cut out waste, always ways in 
which things can be more effi¬ 
ciently done. That campaign is 
going on vigorously in my depart¬ 
ment. 


Servicemen 
may get 
help to buy 
a house 


The Government was looking at an 
assisted house purchase scheme 
which will help Servicemen to buy 
thJer own homes, Mr Barney Hay- 
hoe, Under Secretary fo Defence 
for die Army said during question 
time. 

Mr Kenneth Lewis (Rutland and 
Stamford, C) asked die Govern¬ 
ment to bring forward proposals 
for improving die opportunities of 
Servicemen to buy dieir own 
homes ready for retirement. 

Mr Hayfaoe (Hounslow, Brentford 
and Iselworth, C)—We intend to 
introduce a scheme to sell surplus 
married quarters to Servicemen 
on preferential terms broadly in 
line with those proposed for coun¬ 
cil tenants in the Housing Bill. We 
are also looking at other ways of 
helping Servicemen to buy their 
own homes, but it is too soon yet 
to give details. 

Mr Lewis—Ooe of the best ways a 
Serviceman could be helped so buy 
a house when he retired would be 
to arrange for die Treasury to 
allow any Serviceman to buy a 
house and let it and not to have to 
capital gains tax when he sells

Mr Hayhoe—I will look at that 
suggestion. 

Mr Richard Mitchell (Southamp¬ 
ton, Itchen, Lab)—There are still a 
number of Servicemen in no posi¬ 
tion to buy and it is a scandalous 
waste of public money that tbe 
Defence Department is forced to 
obtain orders to evict Servicemen 
from married quarters before local 
authorities will rehouse rhezn. 

Mr Hayfaoe—Many local authori¬ 
ties will only rehouse if eviction 
takes place but these things are 
normally done in a way which 
causes tittle, -if any, hardship to 
the Individuals concerned. (Labour 
shouts of dissent;) 

Mr Peter Bottomley (Greenwich, 
Woolwich, West, C)—There are a 
number of cases in my consti¬ 
tuency where arrangements be¬ 
tween the Deportment of Defence 


tween the Deportment of Defence 
and local authorities have worked 
well. 


Mr Hayboe—We are looking at an 
assisted house purchase scheme 
which will help Servicemen to buy 
their own homes 

Mr Dennis Concannon, an Opposi¬ 
tion spokesman on defence (Mans¬ 
field, Lab), said that he was dis¬ 
turbed that there were local auth¬ 
orities still no more prepared to 
find houses for Servicemen after 
they had spent 22 or 23 years in 
the Services than they were when 
those men joined up. 

Mr Hayfaoe—The responsibility for 
allocating counci] accommodation 
rests with the local authorities con¬ 
cerned, bur 1 agree with Mr Con- 
cannon that people who have 
served their cotmczy well deserve 
to he treated properly by local 
authorities when they resign from 
the Services.

House of Lords 

Lady Darid (Lab) moved an 
amendment on the second day of 
the committee stage of the Educa¬ 
tion (No 2) BUI which, she said, 
explained how parents and 
teachers would be elected to gov¬ 
erning bodies of schools. Peers 
were resuming consideration oF 
Clause 2 (Requirements as to gov¬ 
erning bodies). 

She said that where a secret 
ballot was to he held the local 
authority would ensure that a brieF 
biography of candidates and state¬ 
ment of policy was made available 
with ballot papers. Such ballot 
papers would be issued to all elec¬ 
tors. 

In the election of parent gover¬ 
nors. each parent of a pupil would 
have a vote, and where a parent 
had more than one child in a 
school there would be one vote per 
child. In rhe election of staff gov¬ 
ernor* each full-time and each 
part-time member would have one 
vote. 


Lord Parry (Lab) said he did not 
have confidence that the new sys¬ 
tem of local government was close 
enough to the people to be able to 
gire rhe type of detailed know¬ 
ledge that the amendment sug¬ 
gested. 


Lord Milverton said in his experi¬ 
ence the system used for appoint¬ 
ment or managers worked well. 
People appointed were known, 
took the iob seriously and had the 
good of the school at heart. 

Lord Bel I win. Under Secretarv for 
Environment, said tbe Govern¬ 
ment's policy- was to work on the 
assumption that local education 
authorities behaved reasonably and 
to leave detailed arrangements of 
election in their hunds. 

Experience showed the more 
detail and chapter and verse 
were written into such matters. Che 
more complex they became. There 
would he greater expense if the 
amendment was implemented. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The clause was agreed to. 

On Clause 3 (Grouping of 
schools under single governing 
body). 

Lady David (Lab) moved as 
amendment which, she said, 
ensured that Junior and Infant 
schools could come under one 
group but primary schools would 
not be able to be grouped. She 
distrusted the intentions of the 
Government in the clause. 

Lord Bellwin. Under Secretary for 
the Environment, said that it was 
sensible to leave this matter to the 
discretion of local education auth¬ 


orities. Grouping should be deter¬ 
mined in the light of local circum¬ 
stances. 

The amendment was rejected by 
149 votes to 65—Government 
majority, 84. 

Lady David moved an amendment 
which, she said, made sure that in 
a grouping of schools to provide 
one go venting body eacb school 
should have one teacher and one 
parent on that body. Under the 
clause two parents or two teachers 
could come from one school. The 
amendment would create fairness 
between schools. 

Lady Young, Minister of State for 
Education and Science, said tfaat 
the Government had tried to 
ensure that governing bodies, by 
having one parent and one teacher 
from a number of grouped schools, 
would not be too large- It was 
intended ro move to the stage 
where every school had its own 
governing body. 

The amendment was rejected by 
130 votes to 87—Government 
majority, 43. 

The clause was agreed to. 

Lady David (Lab) moved an 
amendment to Clause 6 (parental 
preferences) wfticb, she said, 
would make sure that a local edu¬ 
cation authority bad a responsibil¬ 
ity to make arrangements for 
parents to express preference for 
schools only in so far as chose 
arrangements referred to schools 
only in so far as those arrange¬ 
ments referred to schools within 
the area of the authority. 

Authority a should not be 
expected to make arrangements to 
enable a parent to express pre¬ 
ference for a school In authority B. 
If agreements between authorities 
for sucb arrangements had been 
made, that would be permissible. 

Ir was a safeguarding amend¬ 
ment. There should not be a lot of 
poaching going on across bound¬ 
aries. 


Lady Young, Minister of State for 
Education and Science, said The 
Government made a co mmi tment 
in its manifesto to extend parental 
choice and that commitment was 
recognized by tbe Clause. 

The amendment would restrict 
die choice to a school in die 
parents’ area. The Government had 
not said that every parent would 
have an absolute right to go to the 
sebool of first choice, but it was 
attempting to get tbe maximum 
amount of choice allowable. It was 
a matter of principle to parents 
who were deeply concerned about 
the education of their children and 
who desired to make a choice. 

The amendmont was negatived. 


Reasonable to retain 
curb on immigration 


A motion calling for tbe rejection 
of the statement of changes in the 
immigration rules was rejected on 
Monday night by 307 votes to 255— 
Government majority. 52. 

Mr Merlyn Rees, chief Opposition 
spokesman on home affairs (Leeds, 
Sooth, Lab), moving the motion, 
said the genesis of tbe debate lay 
in the notorious remark in 1978 by 
Mrs Margaret Thatcher as Leader 
of tbe Opposition about this 
country being swamped b yimmi- 
gration from the new Common¬ 
wealth. She was wrong in 1978 and 
sire was still wrong. 

Tbe Opposition had made clear 
their dislike of the Government’s 
proposals on husbands and male 
fiances. They opposed them in 
December and still rejected this 
section of the rules. 

When Labour returned to office 
they would treat men and women 
in the same way. They did not 
accept the Government’s proposals 
and would revoke these rules. 

The Government continued to 
treat arranged marriages as an 
abuse. To talk about them in this 
way Qew in tbe face of the facts. 

The numbers were falling as 
Asian girls found husbands in this 
country so this was not a long-term 
problem. 

There was discrimination within 
a family. They still bad the situa¬ 
tion where because of tbe rules of 
tbe EEC a German or French girl 
could come here with an Asian 
husband. 

Tbe rules were still racist and 
sexist. Was it really necessary for 
the British Government to show 
itself to be in deliberate breach of 
its moral and legal international 
obligations for such a puny result? 
Mr Timothy Raison, Minister of 
State, Home Office (Aylesbury. 
C), said tbe Government had come 
to power committed to firm immi¬ 
gration control in tbe Interests of 
good community relations. If it 
could end the persistent fears 
about the level of immigration, it 
could relieve some of tbe tensions 
that occasionally erupted. It was 
concerned to close loopholes. 
Some people on temporary visits 
seemed able to extend their stay 
far beyond what seemed reason¬ 
able. 

There was still sharp argument 
about the Government's position 
on husbands and fiances. Tbe new 
roles would enable the Government 
to refuse an application for a man 
whose marriage was contracted 
with settlement here in view. 

It was a widely held view that 
primary immigration should come 


to 


a halt. With substantial unem- 
plovment and pressure on Britain's 
facilities and services, it was righr 
that immigration should be kept to 
a reasonable limit. 

There was great pressure to 
came here from many parts of the 
world. They must look to the rules 
to control this pressure and make 
sure those who came were those 
whose case was strongest. The 
principal means of primary male 
immigration had become marriage 
rather than employment. The prob- 
lem of husbands and fiances had 
troubled successive governments. 
Marriage was still being used as a 
means of securing entry. 

He rejected tbe allegation that 
the rules were racially discrimina¬ 
tory. There were no grounds for 
alleging that the motivation for 
these restrictions was racially 
prejudiced. The Government's aim 
was to prevent the use of marriage 
as a means of securing settlement 
in tbe United Kingdom. 

Mr David Steel, leader of the 
Liberal Party (Roxburgh, Selkirk 
and Peebles), said the best esti- 
mates be had been able to obtain 
Indicated that between 2,000and 
3.000 people would be prevented 
from entering this country as a 
result of these miserable regula¬ 
tions. 

Mr Enoch Powell (South Down, 
Off UU) said that unless they were 
to say to the part of the resident 
population of England “ yon shall 
not marry whence you please, you 
may not choose or find spouses 
where you think fit”, it was 
absurd to contend an end could be 
brought to Immigration. 

If the prospective pattern of the 
population of this country was 
such tbac this country wouldnot 
be worth living in or capable of 
being governed for all who lived in 
it. then It was the duty of those in 
authority to rake measures accord¬ 
ingly. 

What tbe Government Is doing 
(he said) and what tbe Conserva¬ 
tive Party has done, by what it has 
said in its election manifesto, and 
hy the way jt has acted in office, is 
to renege upon that responsibility. 

They have not been prepared to 
say to the public: This is the view 
of the population of England, we 
believe it is acceptable, we intend 
to maintain it, and nothing that we 
will do or bring forward can make 
any practical effect to it. 

By this Idnd of fiddling, they are 
merely finding excuses to deny to 
the British people the duty which 
as a Government it owes to them. 


Minister ‘totally justified’ in action 
against area 



Those who unwittingly acted un¬ 
lawfully as a result of Mr Patrick 
Jenkin’s appointment last year of 
Commissioners to the Lambeth, 
Southwark and Lewisham Area 
Health Authority (Teaciting) 
should not be penalized, Mr 
Jenkin, Secretary of Sate for 
Social Services, said in moving tbt 
second reading of the National 
Health Service (Invalid Direction) 
BID. 

I have already offered to the 
House (be said) my full and un¬ 
qualified . apology for having to 
bring In tins measure; 1 repeat 
it now. 

Nothing which I have to say on 
this occasion is intended in any 
sense to detract from that apology 
or from the clear ministerial res¬ 
ponsibility which 2 accept. 

The purpose of the Bui was to 
regularise tire position affecting 
the authority from the date last 
year when the commissioaers were 
appointed up to March 31 this 
year when members of the 
authority would resume control of 
Its affairs. 

The RfQ provided that file in¬ 
strument winch purported to be 
a direction given by him with 
respect ro the functions of the 
authority “ shall have effect and 
be deemed fo have had effect as 
If it had been a valid direction 
under Section 86 of the National 
Health Service Act 1977 ” for the 
period between Augnst 1 last year 
and March 31 next.

The Lambeth, Southwark and 
Lewisham area consisted of a mix¬ 
ture of teaching hospitals, older 
comm unity hospitals, and a wide 
spread of community services. 

In July, 19/8, his predecessor. 
Mr David Ennals, called on the 
area to plan to reduce its annual 
spending by about £3m in 1979-SO 
and to make significant progress 
to that end in 1978-79. By October. 
1978 it had become clear that the 
health authority would net com¬ 
ply with the minister’s decision. 
Overspending was estimated to be 
running at no less than £5.3m. 

Mr Ennals had asked rhe 
authorin' to reduce its expenditure 
by at least £im in the remainder 
of the year and to plan so their 
expenditure n 1979-SO should not 
exceed the 1977-7S level in real 
terms.

In spite of tfaat dear- warning 
(Mr Jenkin. went on) the authority 
continued to equivocate. They 
gave instructions to reduce the

vices and staff. 

Mr Ennals had expressed deep 
m isgivings about that- rider and 
had called for the region and area, 
to turn their attention to the 
position from 1980-81 o nwar ds and 
to report to him by die end of 
March, 1979. 

That was the -position be In¬ 
herited on coming into office, a 
consistent refusal by rite authority 
to live within its income despite 
repeated warnings from Mr 
E nnals . 

Indeed so far from any reduc¬ 
tions, at their May meeting last 
year the authority was warned by 
Its officers that the expenditure 
trend appeared to be increasing. 
This was well before the budget. 

At last in June the area in¬ 
structed its districts to live within 
the allocations made to them and 
It agreed to curtail regional and 
supra-regional services and also 
In principle to reduce staffing 
levels by natural wastage in con¬ 
sultation with staff sides. 

This was not before time. At 
an area-region meeting in July, a 
year after Mr Ennals had in¬ 
structed the area to remain within 
its cash limits, the area treasurer 
was forecasting overspending 
amounting to £5m in 1979-80 on 
top of the overspending of £43m 
tbe previous year. 

VAT, the only budget change 
to affect tbe position, amounted 
to between £lm and £l.Sm, or a 
little over ^ne-fifth of the total 
anticipated overspend. 

On July 24, Dr Gerard Vaughan, 
the Minister of State for Health, 
had written , to the chairman 
making it plain that health autho¬ 
rities' cash limits would not be 
increased to cover the effects if 
inflation, although rhere would be 
increases in respect of the costs 
of pay settlements, apart from the 
area's’ share of the sum of £23m 
which the previous Government 
had decided ro withhold. 

On July 30, the area had ac¬

Tbe difficulty for the commis¬ 
sioners had arisen because they 
had been forced ro find savings 
for the full year when they had 
to start halfway through the year 
against a rising trend of expeodi- 
ttire. Tbe authority’s refusal to 
cut back at die beginning of the 
year had made the cuts all the 
mare drastic when they had come.

Mr Stanley Orme, chief Opposition 
spokesman on social services (Sal¬ 
ford, West, Lab), said Mr Jenkin 
bad at times tried to put a gloss on 
the situation, but the basic fact 
was chat he broke the law. He did 
not take sufficient advice certainly 
from the legal officers. In effect, 
this was a sorry day for legislation. 

During the committee and report 
stages of the Bill the Opposition 
would press on the Government 
the actions it should take in the 
interests of the many people who 
had been damaged by the illegal 
action and the action of the com¬ 
missioners as such. 

The Royal Commission on the 
NHS came forward with the prop¬ 
osition for a full-scale Inquiry into 
the London hospital scene. The 
VAT increase particularly did not 
assist the inner city areas and Lon¬ 
don, because that was where the 
m9ia burden was felt. 

Without delay the Government 
should set up a wide-ranging 
inquiry into the London hospital 
position.

Mr Robert Mellish (Southwark, 
Bermondsey, Lab) said that the 
previous minister, Sir Keith 
Joseph, who was a political mad¬ 
man. had introduced a new system.

The 5 per cent figure should be 
only the thin end of the wedge. Tt 
must he a high priority to drive 
this wedge home. 

Mr Nell Blaney (Ireland. TCDG) 
also felt the amount involved wa-c 
too small. The whole regional 
fund, non quota or quota, v.as too 
small. They may not be making tbe 
best uses of the resources, either. 
For the most deprived and disad¬ 
vantaged areas of his counrry there 
was lack of coordination between 
tbe various policies which could do 
much if used together. The CAP 
and social funds could be part of a 
coordinated approach. 

Housing was tbe most basic 
requirement for a stable and grow¬ 
ing population.

Mr Jeremiah Cronin (Ireland, 
DEP>, rapporteur of the regional 
policy and regional planning com¬ 
mittee. whose report on the propo¬ 
sal was under discussion, said the 
orgjnality of the proposals was Im¬ 
portant. They were intended to 
help communities to help them¬ 
selves. But more could hate been 
done to help craft trades. 

The Commission, in any fur¬ 
ther proposals, should take 
account of the coastal erosion 
causing heavy financial losses in 
the Community. 

Signor Antonio Giolltti. Commis¬ 
sioner with responsibility for co¬ 
ordinating Community funds arid 
regional policies, said the Commis¬ 
sion must make a greater and more 
analytical analysis of the regional 
situation. Funds were scarce. 

But this did not mean that pavt 
assessments had not been objective 
enough. 

They bad, perhaps, failed to 
cover sufficiently. fearing a 
“ watering can *’ policy and a 
favouring of major projects more 
likely tn shrike the imagination. 

The debate was concluded. 


Canadian collects pick of maiolic

A sale of Italian maJolfea at 
Sotheby's yesterday saw intense 
competition for tiie best pieces, 
but less interest in the minor lots. 
A private collector from Canada 
carried off most of the top priced 
Items. He paid £25,000 (estimate 
£ 8.000 to £ 10 , 000 ) for a fifteenth 
century Florentine " oak leaf ” 
Jar. It stands 24 ems high, has two 
handles, and is decorated with a 
blue oak leaf pattern on a white 
ground with manganese outlines. 
It is a type of early pot ranch 
admired by the Florentine and a 
rarity ; the last time Sotheby's 
had one for sate was in 1975. 

The same private collector paid 
£17.000 (estimate £9.000 to £12,000) 
for an Urblno dish painted with a 
scene from the Acncid by Fran¬ 
cesco Xante* Avc-Hi. a beautiful 
dish depleting the story of Icarus 
by a distinguished painter, the 
contemporary of Xante*, who signs 
with the initials “ FR ". The plate 
had been damaged and repaired. 

There was a grouo of ulborellos 
nr vv a is ted jars from rhe Damiron 
collection ; the Damirous, a family 
from Lyons, formed one of the 
finest muiohea collections. There 
was an important sale at Sotheby’s 
in the 1950s and several pieces 
have gone to the museum in 
Lynns ; the albarcUos in yester¬ 
day" s sale came direct from the 
family and the resonance of their 


name led to intense bidding. 
Tbere were two damaged Faenza 
albarellos of the late fifteenth 

century at £ 11,000 (estimate 
£3.000-£5,000) and £12,500 (esti¬ 
mate 3,000-£5.Q00). The auction 
totalled £162,465 with 2 per cent 
unsold. 


Sotheby's also held a sale nf 
Continental pottery and porcelain 
which totalled £97,148 with 9 per 
cent unsold. Davies Antiques paid 
the top price at £5,500 (estimate 
£3.000-£5,OOO) for a Meissen 23- 
piece tea service of about 1770 
decorated with landscape panels. 

Mrs Doris Langley Moore's 
extraordinary collection of bars 
and other costumes brought a 
scrum of excited private collectors 
and museum curators to Christie's 
South Kensington yesterday. Mrs 
Langley Moore, now aged 77, 
watched the hats that she had 
bought and worn with exurberant 
enjoyment bring £4.177 under the 
hammer. She had sucb quantties 
of them tfaat not all were sold. 

The Victoria and Albert 
Museum paid £40 for a bonnet of 
about 1865 and a pillbox hat of 
about 1860; they suent £35 on 
seven hats Mrs Langley Moore 
had bad from Simone Mirman in 
the 1950.

Inr-cMarm interest. It must look 
amund the world now to see 
where the needs are greatest.

economic instability are highesr 
and -where a deterioration of 
the situation is most likely io 
ariect our vita* interests so that 
it can plan i's srratecy and 
speedily take the necessary 
air.i-’n.' 

In any case, to await the onset 
of a i crisis before acting may 
he doubly counter-productive. 
Ji may be too late and ir may- 
lead the recipients of our 
?*rentions to believe that the 
West is concerned only with its 
o-n selfish interests. 

Looking around the world at 
this mrtnent there is one area' 
to which we should certainly be 
p*y»na greater attention : the 
Caribbean. It-is an area nf vital 
strategic- importance for the 
United States, but one with 
long histurical connexions with 
the European powers. 

Tt Ls not enough to say that 
responsibility far this large area 
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The area that demands the West’s 
urgent attention-not least because some 
governments may be turning towards 
Cuba and its powerful protector 


can be left to the United States. 
Because of the latter’s rigid 
attitude towards Cuba and its 
policy in Central America most 
of the islands in die Caribbean 
do nor wish _ to be too closely 
associated with Washington. 

On the other hand, it cannot 
he denied that Cuba would, like 
to see its own power spreading 
more and more widely through¬ 
out the area. Its influence 
would reflect Soviet pqlicy in 
the same way thar Coban troops 
in Africa are acting as proxy 
forces for the Russians. This is 
not something which the great 
majority of the islanders would 
wish to see. hut the social and 
economic conditions so often 
prevalent nay appear ro leave 
them no alternative. ' - 

This attitude has been rein¬ 
forced by President Carter’s 
handling of the question of the 
Soviet combat battalion . in 
Cuba. Whether one accepts the 
Soviet argument that it - had 
been left there after the with¬ 
drawal at the end of the Cuban 
crisis of 1962 and was well 
known to ‘ Washington ; • or 
whether one believes that it 
had only recently been posi¬ 
tioned there, the fact remains 
char after taking up a firm 
stance President Carter later 
backed down.. 

This has naturally made gov¬ 
ernments. in .the Caribbean ask . 
rhemselves bow much support 
they can expect to get from an 
American administration in 
times of difficulty. Would-they 
not do better to safeguard 
themselves by gening on good 
terms with Cuba and its 0 ro- 
r error ? 

. This almost exactly corres¬ 
ponds ro the position in the 
Gulf, where every ruler is ask¬ 
ing himself - : “Who really are 


our friends ? ” Thev thought for 
30 years thar the Americans 
were, the Shah’s., friends, but 
Washington pulled the rug 
from under him. Who now can 
they trust ? 

The - American President has 
blocked the Iranian funds 
deposited in die United" States 
for. a political reason. Mav he 
not discover some other 
political reason which would 
give him the opportunity, of 
blocking the precious funds of 
the oil-producing countries ? 

Over the past seven years the 
Caribbean 1 countries hare been 
hit as hard as anyone bv the 
continual and rapid rise in-oil 
prices. Those, like Jamaica, 
wjhich ‘ had accumulated re¬ 
serves before independence 
rapidly foond- them exhausted 
in paying for • their energy 
supplies. 

TTiey have tried to keep up 
their; purchases from the 
developed world but at the 
price of increasing - their in¬ 
debtedness. The cost of seivic- 
ing these debts has now 
increased far beyond their ex¬ 
pectations because of the 
present high level of interest 
rates. 

. Unemployment is hich. in 
Jamaica around 25 per cent, 
but despite this inflation con¬ 
tinues to mount. The conse¬ 
quences in social unrest can 
create an environment in which 
people are only too ready to 
be influenced by lefr-w^ng 
ideologies. • 

The International Monetarv 
Fund has been active in trying 
to help Jamaica solve its ills, 
bur the formula it laid down 
was so inflexible fest with the 
continued increase in oil prices 
and the failure of hauxire ro 
produce higher revenues, the 


island was unable to -adhere to 
its undertaking. 

This appears to be an 
example where the IMF experts 
themselves have been more con¬ 
cerned to pursue their doctrines 
than to consider the economic 
difficulties in bringing about 
the changes which are desired. 
The result of the present 
review by the IMF will be 
watched closely by the whole 
of the developing world .to .see 
• whether the IMF is now pre¬ 
pared to recognize the realities 
- of the present situation. 

This was a .frequent criticism 
of those who appeared before 
the Brandt Commission, several 
of whom described ' hour 
demands accepted as normal by 
the developed world only 
undermined the learimste 
government they were designed 
to support in a developing 
country. • 

I experienced the same pro¬ 
blem in a rather different way 
in Ghana irr 1971. Its govern¬ 
ment was asking only for suf¬ 
ficient .finance to take clean 
wafer, sanitarian, and lighting 
to the villages. If it hod been 
able in do this its democratic 
regime could have achieved 
sufficient support to fare other 
criticism. As we failed to 
muster sufficient funds to cover 
even these basic needs the 
' democratic' regime was over¬ 
thrown by a military cmip. 

It is the fear of a reptition 
of such events which drives 
leaders such as Mr Norman 
Manley of Jamaica to urge the 
governments of the North, to 
act irow before they are once 
again taken unawares. Grenada 
is already given up for losL St 
Lucia, a year after independ¬ 
ence. is still erving to settle the 
direction it will take.

However, .thar does not. ex¬ 
cuse. ui - from, making every 
effort, - by discreet influence 
and-material . help, to restore 
Stable conditions. The good ex¬ 
amples, such as Barbados, bear 
witness 'towhat; > -can be 
achieved.-.- The per capita .in¬ 
come there for 1929 exceeded 
•2,000. United States dollars for 
the first time. Barbados couples 
political -stability at home with 
ndrtaiigtoment 'abroad. . . ' 

We now need to- pay much 
greater attention tn the Carib¬ 
bean. The European Community 
is ‘already, helping under the 
Lom£ ;agreement, and in par-, 
titular through its sugar’-agree¬ 
ment- France still has direct 
cOnnexioits with, islands such as 
Martinique. and Guadeloupe.

1 he lolcrant peregrine 


The survival of the peregrine 
falcon has brought rock climbers 
iDto conflict with bird watchers. 
Both peregrines and Climbers 
have a penchant for steep cliffs 
and vertiginous .ledges. As the 
number of peregrines grows and 
more climbers seek to explore 
inaccessible stretches of rock, 
the chance increases, ir seems, 
that a mountaineer wfll find 
himself nose to beak with ’ a 
peregrine seeking the sanctuary 
of die same ledge. 

Two climbers in the Lake Dis¬ 
trict were prosecuted for dis¬ 
turbing peregrines io their nest 
and elsewhere in Britain irrita¬ 
tion is growing between climbers 
and ornithologists. Both groups- 
sense their interests are 
threatened. 

Se-.i birds, too. may cause a 
problem.

Rock climbers 
using die same cliff may, as is 
the Lake District case, .find 
themselves reported and pro¬ 
secuted for disturbing a pro¬ 
tected bird. One Lake District 
climber complained: “ There

Otherwise 
large areas of climbing ground 
will be sterilized simply because 
a rare bird takes it into its 
head to iresr there In the past 
lew years peregrine numbers in 


Britain have risen from 50 to 
440 pairs. 

But are the .fears of some 
experts reasonable? Mr Douglas 
Weir, the Scottish ornithologist 
who specialises in studying birds 
of prey, said that peregrines 
were really most toleraat of 
disturbance- Records over the 
past 40 years proved that. 
Peregrine* once nested oo the 
ledges of the St RegU HoteL, 
New York, until (he New York 
police department moved them 
on with gunfire and by raiding 
the nests. The falcons had 
become unpopular because (hey 
decimated the city’s pigeon 
population. . 

Mr Weir added : “In Alaska 
I remember that it cook two err 
three passes with a helicopter 
300 feet away from the nest to 
make the peregrines stand-up- 
high enough to count their 
eggs. On this question of toler¬ 
ance. the reality is someiwhat 
different to the attitudes that 
are being struck *'.

Mr 
Mugabe’s government, which can 
be truly .called a national and 
inter-racial administration fined 
to tackle the immediate task. 

Mr Mugabe is . keeping for 
himself defence, with the all- 
important .problem of amalga¬ 
mating the previously hostile 
armies into a single army—a 
possible source of future instabi¬ 
lity. The deputy prime minister 
and foreign- ~ afjaars minister 
Is his’ previous .deputy, who' will 
now ; have' to; develop .those hints 
of a conciliatory foreign policy 
which .Mr Mugabe' has thrown 
out,. Be. has. already, dealt yerv 
shrewdly with South Africa by. 
'enunciating a policy 'of.Ttorinal 
Friendly relations;:::-and non¬ 
interference which .ibt- noV way 
detracts from Zimbabwe's'.moral 
pppipsirion- to apartheid. • • ■: That 
opposition will ' -.in due course 
produce, diplomatic developments 
iq>natters such'as black refugees 
frotitSouth Africa’s police state 
and its draconian ahti-terforist 
laws. That, is to come, bur mean¬ 
while M[r. Mugabe’s very- modera¬ 
tion will deepen South Africa's 
internal debate, and maybe 
strengthen . . _the_ voice of. : its 


vcrliehics. Mr .M-ugabe’g readi-, 
ness- to widen- contacts is; shown 
in his proposal that Zimbabwe 
should enter the Commonwealth; 
it must be expected that he will, 
balance any links with Britain 
and the West with gestures to the 
revolutionary half of the world. 

It is a fair beginning. Hut it 
must be repeated that these are 
early* -days. It is significant that 
no prominent leader seems to 
want the figurehead job of presi¬ 
dent. Though there were reasons 
-for adopting it at Lancaster 
House, ‘ the cabinet system that 
Mr Mugabe is to head is not very 
congenial ro the African spirit. 
The pressure to convert?' k-ro an 
executive presidency will giw t 
even though this will produce" 
tensions. But at -the moment if 
allows every part of the coin- , 
mur.ity to have a voice of some 
force at’the centre, which is com¬ 
forting in the transition ■ period 
when detailed policies have yet 
to be worked out. 

Lord Soames’s mission is thus- 
nearly complete. Independence 
day ; has to be settled, and the 
extent to which Mr Mugabe's 
sense of the suitable in tbe hand¬ 
ing-over-ceremonies can be met. 
has to be decided. Looking back 
at Britain's record, interspersed 
with , so much humiliation and 
loss jn the UDI period, one’s' 1 
instinct is to opt for simplicity ' 
Rhodesia was never British 
administered in the sense that 
other colonies were. _ Yet the 
Africans have had their way : a 
transition following an indepen¬ 
dence conference and new con¬ 
stitution. as though Britain had 
all along- possessed a. . real 
sovereignty and power. In fact 
an honourable act of mediation 
is now coming ro an end in. an. 
unexpectedly calm political 
'climate.

But the Gwen Paper specifi¬ 
cally excludes policy questions

signed to pursue them ”. So long 
as he is serving only the PAC 
that must be right. The PAC’s 
task.is an'auditing function, even 
if .the word audit may reasonably 
he interpreted quite broadly.. 
Policy considerations are the job 
of tbe new range of departmental 
^select committees. But should the 
C and AG be required to examine 
poBcy with a view to serving ail 
these? committees ? 

That.would be a very radical 
change. The Exchequer and 
Audir Department-would have to 
■ be expanded so that it would pro¬ 
gressively become something like 
a counter Civil Service at the 
disposal of Parliament, though 
with nothing like the size of the 
Civil- Service itself. For the 
moment it would, be unwise to 
move at all in that direction. This 
is not the time, when the Govern¬ 
ment is. rightly seeking all 
possible public expenditure cuts 
and’ is reducing tbe central 
bureaucracy;- to develop a new 
parliamentary bureaucracy. The . 
departmental select committees 
are only beginning tbeir -work, 
and it would be sensible to allow 


some time-to pass before judging 
"whether the present ad -hoc 
arrangements, whereby each 
.. committee, chooses its • own 
specialist advisers, are satisfac¬ 
tory. . 

In principle there is a great 
deal to be said for this kind of 
flexibility.. But its success does 
depend, ; among other things, 
upon a 1 sufficient number of 
people with the necessary .ex¬ 
pertise being prepared to devote 
enough time to the task. That 
■would present less of a difficulty, 
if there were stronger private' 
think, tanks’* in Britain, with 
larger resources, which could 
second precisely the right kind 
of person for this work. It may 
be that the somewhat . rigid 
career patterns in Britain present 
too great an obstacle to such an 
informal procedure, hi -that case, 
attention ought to be given at 
some stage to building up a corps 
of parliamentary advisers, who 
would devote themselves^ full 
rime to'this'wofk. Such a service 
would naturally be larger than 
the present Exchequer and Audit 
Department and could therefore 
offer a proper career structure, 
which would be important fpr 
attracting recruits of the right 
calibre. The worsr of*'all worlds 
would be to allqw the,new com¬ 
mittees to founder indefinitely 
for lack of an adequate range, of 
advice.

BBC cuts in 
music services 

From the C/urn-mim, BroBricasn'iif 
Council ior Scotland 

Sir, Your distinguished corres¬ 
pondents have been rightly shocked 
by the proposal to disband the BBC 
Scottish Symphony Orchestra. It i*> a 
Fine orchestra, and it has provided 
all she things which have been 
mentioned: a training ground for 
musidans, a platform for Scottish 
composers, a pool of teachers for 
the Royal Scottish' Academy of 
Music and Drama, and aa organiza¬ 
tion free of box-office pressures. 

Nevertheless, the harsh fact is 
that Scod&cui is no more immune 
than the rest of the United Kingdom 
to the realities of rbe BBC’s present 
financial position. For a long tune, 
the BBC, here as elsewhere, has 
been providing a first class service 
at second class rates : frve radio and 
rwo television networks for under. 
lOp per -day per household. At ITp 
we could ijanre continued all our 
former services and also provided 

money for development Bur we did 
nor get a Boeace fee of 12p per 
day ; and since we bstve no reserves, 
we musr now cut our costs io Scot¬ 
land by 7 per cent 
. Our prime responsibility is tn get 
programmes to audiences. We dare 
not lose sight 'of that duty. We 
cannot make religious, agricultural, 
Gaelic, drama or news and current 
affairs programmes without pro¬ 
ducers.- designers, editors and 
cameramen. But we can provide 
symphonic music without having a 
house symphony orchestra, a large 
praporttMi pf the costs of which has 
nothing to do with broadcasting as 
such. 

Tf we keep the SSO, we <«haH hare 
to reduce posts elsewhere by at least 
an equal .number, with an infinitely 
more damaging effect on our capa- 
dty, and duty, tn produce pro¬ 
grammes—-damage extending also 
to the actors, writers, composers 
and musicians who are an integral 
part of these programmes. And tins 
would be in addition to the more 
thaa sixty administrative and sup¬ 
port posts which use are in any case 
being forced to lose. 

As Annan said: "We cannot see 
why musicians alone should be 
given a guarantee of secure and 
continued employ-mem; when other 
artists, represented by other unions, 
can face the possibility of being 
laid off. -The BBC must feel able 
to make cuts where it judges they 
will least affect its programmes . . - 
We would not wish tn see a nat¬ 
ional orchestra in Scotland or 
Wales abandoned. But we . would 
like to see the present rigid demar¬ 
cation abolished between the BBC’s 
orchestras and those orchestras 
which are. assisted by the Art* 
Council*'. I am happy to note that 
in Wales the Arts Council have 
alreadv given a lead bv jointly fund¬ 
ing - die BBC Welsh Symphony 

Orrhestra. 

The Broadcasting Council For 
Scotland does not wish to see the 
SSO abandoned either—let alone 
disbanded. Indeed,, we beVeve it can 
be saved, and verv. much hope 
will be. We are prepared to work 
strenuously with others to thar end.' 

The orrfv purpose of our pronnsal 
is to produce the cut in costs which 
has been forced on vs by too low 
a licence fee. When rbe BBC was 
comparativelv affluent in the tint-ties 
and afrer the war, it was able to 
carrv the major burden of musical 
patronage m this country: and it 
was proud to do so. Now, however, 
we can no longer afford to. and we 
are therefore ceekiug the help of 
orhsrs. As Lord McCIuskey pointed 
out. ten davs ago, die orchestra 
co»ld be regarded not just as a 
BBC organization but as a Scottish 
broadcasting resource; he added 
thar ihere were three commercial 
television stations serving Scotland 
and two ccmmerrial radio stations 
who between them, made a very 
lar«se profit. 

Patrick Ramsay. Controller. BBC 
Scotland, explained last week that 
the SSD is. alas, not the only 
orchestra, nor ihe BBC the nniy 
patron of music in Scotland-, facing 
stormy Financial weather. 

“ Is it possible ”, he asked. " that 
out of this criris might empe new 
ideas . . . and more security for 
those who make their living by and 
through music.? ” Will those who- 
hiire expressed their dismay nt the 
possible loss of the SSft a dismay 
which, die Broadcasting Council For 
Scotland feejs'-'as keenly as thev. 
come forwpard to help the BBC pro¬ 
ride jhe~ financial support it can 
no-longer proride on its own, not 
ooIv so oi tn rescue the SSO, but 
also ro ride-Scottish music in gen¬ 
eral -over the lean. ye*rs ? Tf not, 
as Potrick Ramsay ruefully noin red 
nut. " one. has ro wonder whether 
Scorland is in f»ct ‘prepared to ?un- 
nort the orchestras now playing 
here.”

Lessons from Zimbabwe elections 


From ike Bishop of Moshtmolond 
Sir, Lord Soames, tbe Common¬ 
wealth Monitoring Force, and all 
others concerned have done a superb 
piece of work in Zimbabwe. But it 
was undertaken because during the 
last few months, in Lusaka and at 
Lancaster House, the British Govern¬ 
ment had decided that peace at aoy 
price must be the answer to-the 
dreadful war in' titis country. The 
African people of Zimbabwe readied 
the same conclusion, so that in effect 
the country was' handed to those 
trying to take it by force, who had 
made it abundantly clear chat mur¬ 
der and destruction would continue 
unless this were . done- Africans 
could not forget the untold 
thousands of Their own ■ people 
bnitaVly killed (together wiftf 4-4 
European missionaries and their 
families, and over two hundred, 
white farmers, and their families).- 
They had suffered from both' 'sides ' 
in the war beyond endurance- 

So, as always in Africa,! where 
individual opinion- means nothing, 
the belief went across the country , 
like a bush, fire d&t only by 
appeasement could peace: be 
restored.. The Sfaon-a are pragma¬ 
tists and very timid : there .was no . 
problem ■ in ’ switching _ ■from--. 
Muzorewa to Mugabe, within a 10- 
montfa period, when the signs were 
so ominous. Thus, last month we 
bad a free poll but an unfair elec¬ 
tion. So keen were the people^ to 
tire in to mass intimidation of oas 
kind that, in the most vital.province, 
!12 per cent of the assessed voters 
turned out, including an unknown 
number of. children who were rarely 
asked for credentials. . ' . 

Suppose that in England iZ,00«. 


hearily armed IRA' terrorists were 
encamped at 34- points round the 
country, muring in and out of the 
camps and in touch with another 
3000 of their fellow's who were Living 
among ttfe' civilian population. 
Would the English people, with mu 
a gun between them, hold nut' 
against handing over Northern 
Ireland ? 

* This is a fair analogy of wfiat has 
just happened here. Moreover every 
one of life weapons used by the 
Zimbabwe National Liberation Army 
and die Zimbabwe People’s Revolu¬ 
tionary Army were donated by 
Marxist countries which also trained 
the men that used them. Tbe result 
was predictable, but there now exists 
a pro-Marrist bloc from coast tn 
. coast across Africa, so that the Cape 
sea routes are already untenable by 
the West in time of war. 

Tt is likely, that the sheer; econo¬ 
mic success of Zimbabwe, tfcJe good 
race relatinrts which have always 
existed and the comparable chaos 
in most ortwar independent African 
countries, will turn Mugabe into a 
free enterprise capitalist from har¬ 
ing been an avowed Marxist. He »s 
already very wealtbv and is a gifted 

and scholarly man. Or will it be that 
having sown the wind, of appease¬ 
ment tn tbe Soviets, 1 one day me 
whirlwind must-be reaped?

2. That tbe various groupings at the 
conference should be represented by 
those whom thev choose. Id par¬ 
ticular that Nelson Mandela and 
other natural leaders at present on 
Robben Island should be allowed 
to speak for those who look to them. 

' One of the lessons of Rhodesia is 
surely that blacks whom whites put' 
up are certain to be disowned and 
that blacks who arc reduced to 
violence when all other paths to 
reform are closed arc by no means 
necessarily men of war if the doors 
are open.

London raccficai schools 

From Professor M. IV. Greaves 
Sir, It is understandable that some 
of the more dramatic recommenda¬ 
tions of the Flowers report, notably 
closure of Westminster Medical 
.School, should'have received wide 
publicity. However, the proposed 
abolition of the smaller specialist 
postgraduate medical schools is of 
much more sinister significance, be¬ 
cause thek unique ctmicai and 
academic functions make them 
irreplaceable. 

Tbe report advocates that tire 
Institute of DermanoJogy be re¬ 
located, in a greatly reduced form, 
to & George's Medical - School, 
Tooting, and that it “ cease to exist 
as, a separate entity The Institute, 
and ity Hospital, with their un¬ 
rivalled facilities, fulfil an ever- . 
expanding role as a national, and 
international centre ’ for diagnosis/ 
investigation and treatment of diffi¬ 
cult skin problems. In particular, 
techniques and expertise for eluci¬ 
dation of industrial dermatitis, 
pbotoderrostitis and skin juffictions 
are not available anywhere else. 

The Institute 'of Dermatology is 
the only major multi-disdpllnary 
centre engaged in dermatological re¬ 
search in Britain. Its bigfa"acaden»c 
status in research can be gauged 
from the fact that over one third oF 
its coral annual income is derired 
from-reieardi awards, mainly from 
tile Medical Research Council, tbe 
Wellcome Trust and the DaninH 
Trust. The magnitude of the 


economic and social burden of skin 
disease is only now becoming 
recognised, but tiie number of un¬ 
filled vacancies for consultant der¬ 
matologists rises year by year. 

-. Nearly all teaching hospital con¬ 
sultant dermatologists receive a 
major part of their, training at the 
Institute through attendance at 
clinical, demonstrations, seminars 
and -lectures: These roles are obvi¬

Civil defence precautions 

From General Sir Walter Walker 

Sir, I have followed wish interest 
the articles and letters rbac have 
appeared, recently m your news¬ 
paper on the. need for an up-to-date 
form, of .Civil Defence. What seems 
to be overlooked, however, is tbai 
it. wifi not take a nuclear strike to 
inflict severe Casualties-and 1 destruc¬ 
tion en this country. A comien- 
rionaZ strike is now the most likely 
threat. 

Tbe Sonets now have long-range 
aircraft such as the TU-22 Backfire 
bomber which are capable of 
launching air-to-stirface stand-off 
conventional missiles of devastat- 
mg lethality and destruction, and 
with such pinpoint accuracy and 
preuisiDn rhat the Home Office. For 
instance, could be ’picked out from 
the Ministry of Defence.- 

Because of our strategic location 
vis-a-vis rbe North Sea and Atiao-tic 
and tbe very large numbers of rein¬ 
forcements of aircraft, men and 
supplies That will be passing 
through tins country, we are now 
the Soviets’ No 1 target. 

Tbe air defence, maritime defence 
and civil defence of the Home Base 
are hopelessly inadequate- As a 


start we should plan to make use 
of underground car paries and rimi* 
iar facilities which were not avail¬ 
able in such quantity in World War 
II, and ire must resurrect a modern 
form of CD. 

For the modest sum nf E20.000 
per county we could raise an nil- 
volunteer CD and thus show our 
resolution and .will to defend our¬ 
selves- Volunteers would flock to 
the CD colours. 

As for a nuclear artack. it wwuld 
nof necessarily be such as to reduce' 
the whole of Britain to ashes. The 
Russians have acquired small yield 
weapons and accurate delivery 
systems which can take out targets 
such as airfields and dock facilities 
without destroying tbe entire coun¬ 
tryside surro-undmg them. Many 
people in Britain would survive 
■ such attacks and many more would 
be saved by the creation of a civil 
defence plan tn help those in the 
most Hkely target areas on the lines 
that f have suggested.

Astronomy: Cometary impacts 


By the staff of Nature 
Swirl-like features on tee sur¬ 
faces of tee Moon and Mercury 
are the results of collisions with 
comets, according to a theory pub¬ 
lished in Nature. If that is tee 
case, tee patterns and their asso¬ 
ciated features can be used to 
deduce tee size and other proper¬ 
ties of tbe colliding comets. One 
interesting consequence of the 
theory is that tee comets would 
have had t-heir own internally 
generated magnetic fields. 

The surface of tee Moon is 
covered with a large variety of 
features, predominant among 
which are tee craters; the dif¬ 
ferent features tend to intersect 
or overlie each other, depending 
on tee sequence of their forma¬ 
tion. The craters are tee result 
of bombardment by meteorites: 
because tee Moon has no apprec¬ 
iable atmosphere, meteorites reach 
Its surface unimpeded and tbe re¬ 
sulting craters are perfectly pre¬ 
served until disturbed by subse¬ 
quent impacts. The surface there¬ 
fore presents a record of tee 
Impacts that tee Moon has sus¬ 
tained. 

Rarer features on the lunar sur¬ 
face (and on Mercury, whose sur¬ 
face is very similar to tee Moon’s) 
Include swirl patterns which stand 


out clearly against tbe lunar rocks. 
Detailed photographic surveys of 
the lunar surface, made during 
the Apollo missions, have revealed 
several swirl features, concen¬ 
trated in two fan-shaped regions. 
Each region appears to stem from 
a particular crater. 

A detailed photographic exami¬ 
nation of tee terrain around one 
of the crater*, known as Goddard 
A, by Dr P. Schnltz and Dr L. 
SrnJca of the Lunar and Planetary 
Institute in Texas, has disclosed a 
close succession of impacts. Tbe 
order in which swirls and'minor 
craters near by overlie each other 
indicates that the arrival of tee 
body which formed Goddard A 
was preceded and succeeded by 
impacts of dust and gas. Such 
a succession of events Is consistent 
■with the impact of a comet, con- 
si sting of a hard nucleus sur¬ 
rounded by a tenuous cloud of 
material known as tbe “ coma 

Typically, comas are not uni¬ 
form in appearance, apparently 
containing bright regions of par¬ 
ticularly dense gas and dust 
ejected from the comet’s nucleus. 
The two astronomers argue that 
tee impact of those dense regions 
of tbe coma on the lunar surface 
would have caused tee swirl-tike 
features. The size of the main 


crater indicates that tee comet’s 
nucleus was several hundred feet 
in diameter, surrounded by a 
coma extending at least a hundred 
miles. 

The swirl-tike features are 
known to lie within areas where 
tbe Moon's magnetic field is un¬ 
usually strong. If they were indeed 
formed by comets, the astrono¬ 
mers say, enhanced fields would 
have resulted from increased 
magnetization of tee local rocks, 
caused by tbe impact. For that to 
be so, the comet must have had 
its own internally generated mag¬ 
netic field, an idea that- will pro¬ 
vide a useful indicator to 
scientists trying to understand the 
internal structure of comets. 

Although two distinct regions of 
swirls have been observed, they 
seem to have been formed at 
similar times it is possible 
that they were formed by a single 
event. It is not uncommon for a 
comet to contain two nuclei, and 
tee astronomers speculate teat 
the lunar swirl-Uke features were 
caused by tee impacts of one such 
“ split ” comet.

There are many trees and 
shrubs, spring flowering bulbs, 
rock garden and alpine plants, as 
well as bonzai trees, dwarf coni¬ 
fers, ivies. Ferns and sexnper- 
vi Turns. 

The principal gold medal of tbe 
show has been awarded to Mc- 
Beans Orchids of Lewes for a 70ft 
long stand of an outstanding dis¬ 
play of large and miniature cym- 
bidiums. Also on show are some 
new seedlings of odontoglossums. 
In a good and wide variety of 
colour shades, and some pa phi o- 
pedilums. A gold medal in the 
lintOey tenge has been won by 
Butterfields Nursery, Upper 
Bourne End, for an artistically 
staged collection of pleoines. 

Mr K. R. Wooster, Little Hor- 
-wood, also was awarded a gold 
medal in the Lindley range for 
an attrac ti ve exhibit of Primula 
aOioim in pots. His stand has neat 
hummocks of flowers varying In 
colour from white to pink and 
pale violet with white eyes, and 
is attracting much attention. 

As outstanding display of helle¬ 
bores is being shown by Helen 
Ballard, Malvern. There are many 
different spedes and hybrids, illus¬ 
trating well the variations in colour 


of flowers and leaves, from pale 
green to dark green, and shades 
of white, pink, yellow and 
purple. 

Also in tbe New Hall is a good 
display of camellias, with near¬ 
perfect flowers and healthy glossy 
foliage. Varieties of note include 

* St Ewe ’, pink, ‘ Otto H opfer \ 
scarlet, ‘ Interval ’, pale pink, 
and * Cornish Snow white. In 
another exhibit are two superb 
magnolias: Magnolia tnoUicomata 

* Lanarth large purple flowers, 
and M ‘ Caerhay’s Belle ’, large 
pink blooms. 

For those interested In vege¬ 
tables, specimens of white cabbage 
for winter storing are displayed by 
the RHS Wislev Garden after 
undergoing trials there. Tbe 
varieties and growers are named. 

The following plants received 
Awards of Merit: Cpmbidiian 
" Lady Me Alpine Mont Millais ”, 
white and crimson, and C " Cale¬ 
donian Alisr Mont Millais ”, lime- 
green and red. both from Mr K. 
E. Young, SC Helier, Jersey; Ins 
bucharica forma, yellow, and 
Leonti ce alUdca. yellow, both from 
the director.

OBITUARY 

MR J. D. SCOTT 
Novelist and war historian 


Mr J. D. Scott, who died on 
March 10 at die age of 63, was 
the author of a number of 
novels and he also wrote several 
books oa various aspects of 
amtetnporary history,, some of 
which were pan of ias iask as 
an official war historian. Hr 
■ was, mo. for a short tkne in the 
1950s, Tbe literary editor of tha 
Spectator. 

John Dick Scott was born on 
February 26, the son of Alexan¬ 
der Scott, OBE, and Margaret 
Gourlay AUardioe. He was 
educated at Stewart’s College, 
Edinburgh; and Edinburgh 
University where he graduated 
MA with honours in history. 
During the Second World War 
he served in die Ministry of 
Aircraft Production 8$ an 
Assistant Principal from 1940 
to 1944. In 1944 be was attached 
to the Cabinet Office for work 
on the official history of the 
war. _ . 

After the war he began writ¬ 
ing and this was soon to become 
a full time occupation though 
he did hold cwo editorships, the 
literaty editorship of tee 
Spectator, from 1953 to 1956. 
and the editorship of Finance 
and Development from 1963 to 
1974. 

Scott’s first novel appeared 
in 1947 and gave a slightly un¬ 
usual twist to a story of the 
type which was to become 
familiar enough as combatants 
in all spheres put pen to paper 
in the postwar years. The 
Cellar featured an RAF pilot 
hero, Aubrey, up to this point a 
child of fortune, shot down over 
France and hidden from tee 
Germans by sympathizers in a 
cellar. The conventional sus¬ 
pense aspects of such a story 
were neatly balanced by the 
tension between Aubrey and 
tee other two fugitive occupants 
of the cellar, a tough illiterate 
Scottish soldier mid a young 
woman ambulance driver, who, 
for all Aubrey's apparent ad¬ 
vantages, gives herself to the 


soldier. Convincing in charac¬ 
terization this suggested talents 
able to operate well above the 
level of the stock wartime 
thriller. 

The Cellar was followed by 
The Margin (1949) a story 
which contrasted the ungjamor- 
ous security of employment 
in the Civil Service with the 
luxurious insecurity of the film 
world, and The Wap to Glory 
(1952), tbe story of a Parisian 
entanglement for a man on a 
business trip, a novel which, 
while it appeared to lean to¬ 
wards a constitution of more 
conventional elements, still had 
its wry, self critical side. The 
End of an Old Start/ (1954) 
traced tee decay of a family's 
sense of its traditions and 
heritage in the modern world. 

For several years after the 
appearance of this, Scott wrote 
no more fiction but 1956 saw 
the appearance of The Admin¬ 
istration of War Production, 
Scott’s contribution to the 
Official History, which he co¬ 
wrote with Richard Hughes, tbe 

author of A High Wind in 

Jamaica and a other novel*, 
Hughes providing the section 
on the function of the Admir¬ 
alty while Scott described the 
Ministry of Supply, the Minis¬ 
try of Aircraft Production and 
the Ministry of Production. 
Life in Britain (1956) was art 
engagingly written anatomy of 
tbe country’s social habirs and 
institutions of the post war 
period. 

Siemens Brothers <1958) and 
Vickers: A History were work* 
based on Scott's abiding interest 
ixr and experience of tee history 
of engineering and armament* 
and he revisited fiction in 1963 
with The Pretty Penny, a frank 
thriller set in Africa. The 
Design and Development of 
Weapons (with M. M. Pnstan 
and D. Hay) appeared in 1965. 

Scott married, in 1941. Helen 

Elisabeth, youneest daughter nf 

Sir Edmund Whittaker, FR5. 
They had two sons. 


MISS IRENE HILTON 


Miss Irene Silvan, who died on 
March 8 at tee age of 77, prob¬ 
ably did more for tee advance¬ 
ment of careers for women chan 
anyone else of tier generation. 
Never a vociferous feminist she 
worked through rhe provision 
of accurate information, sound 
advice and tee persuasion of 
parents, educationalists and em¬ 
ployers. 

She took a First in Biology 
at Liverpool University in 1923 
and woe the Isaac Roberts 
Scholarship, became MSc in 
1927 aod a Fellow of tee Lin¬ 
net® Society in 1931. From 1923 
to 1936 she lectured in biology 
at University College, Swansea, 
then in embryology ac Edin¬ 
burgh University, finally in 
zoology at Somerville College, 
Oxford. 

In 1936 she abandoned ibis 
successful academic career to 
join the slenderly paid staff of 
the recently formed Women’s 
Employment Federation because 
of her passionate conviction teat 
girls and women needed far 
more careers advice than was 
then available. From. 194S to 
1972 she worked as organizing 
secretary of WEF (subsequently 
the National Advisory Centre on 
Careers for Women), lecturing 
sod advising in schools and 
women’s organizations ail over 
the country. There must be 
literally thousands of women 
now undertaking interesting and 
responsible work who owe the 
start of their careers to Irene 
Hilton. 

Meanwhile she bad wide 
responsibilities outside NACCW. 
During the Second World War 
she undertook special lecturing 
missions at home and abroad 


for the Admiralty, Air Ministry 
and War Office. 

From 1947 to 1953 she served 
on tee legal and economic 
status of women committee of 
the International Federation of 
University Women, (then on its 
cultural relations committee of 
which she became convener. 
From 1956 to!9S9 she was presi¬ 
dent of the British Federation 
of University Women and from 
1962 to 1965 tee ejected presi¬ 
dent of the International Fed¬ 
eration of University Women 
(only tee second British woman 
to hold this office). 

In 1957 she led a UNESCO 
Enquiry into the Access of 
Women to Higher Education in 
Underdeveloped Countries and 
conducted a subsidiary enquiry 
in six countries into the attitude 
of schoolgirls to the teaching 
profession. After her official 
retirement from NACCW in 
1972 she became one of its vice- 
presidents and continued to do 
much free-lance careers work. 

A scientist by training her 
greatest interest was people and 
rhe encouragement of their 
creativity and enterprise. In 
retirement she became a WEA 
lecturer and in the last week 
of her life, in spite of illness, 
she took her usual evening class 
on Creative Writing and her 
usual poetry group. 

A trenchant and racy speaker, 
a witty and delightful com¬ 
panion, a deeply sympathetic 
and staunch friend, ber ebulli¬ 
ence and enrhusiasm carried 
her into inumerable fields in 
all of which she will be greatly 
missed and in all of which sh’c 
leaves infinite numbers of men 
and women who remember her 
with affectionate gratitude. 


OLGA CHEKHOVA 


OJga Chekhova, who was seen 
in over 100 films, died on 
March 9 ac her home near 
Munich. She was 82. She was 
related to Anton Chekhov, the 
Russian writer. 

The daughter of an engineer 
in tbe Caucasian town of 
AJexandropoI she was boro on 
April 26, 1897. She left home 
at 16 on her marriage to her 
cousin, Michael Chekhov. They 
were divoroed three years later, 
shortly after tee birth of their 
daughter Ada, and Olga went 
to study art and painting in St 
Petersburg (now Leningrad) 
and acting in Moscow. 

She emigrated with ber 
daughter to Germany in 1921, 
winning recognition as an 
actress in the films of tee dis¬ 
tinguished German director 
Fritz Murnau. Her leading 
roles included teat of Nora in 
a film version of Ibsen’s The 
Dolts House and prominent 
parts in Peer Gynt, Bel Ami , 
and Die Drei von der Tankstelle 
(The Three from the Gas 
Station). 


Although chosen as actress of 
tee state by tee Nazi regime in 
1938, Chekhova took little pari 
in bolstering Hitler's rule , re¬ 
fusing parts offered her as 
“ spirit killing invitations ”. 

After the Second World War, 
Chekhova acted in Berlin in 
tee 1950s and continued to 
make successful films. In the 
1960s, she gradually dropped 
acting in favour of running a 
successful cosmetics firm with 
factories in Milan. Berlin and 
Munich. 

She moved to Munich with 
her daughter and grand¬ 
daughter Vera, with whom she 
starred in a West German tele¬ 
vision series in 1971. 

Active ro tee test. Miss Chek¬ 
hova undertook a variety of 
projects in Munich, including 
studying medicine, writing 
books on cosmetics and running 
a film studio in tee city that 
became tee centre for tee new 
German rinema. 


MR F. J. S. ELLIS 


Mr Francis John Shipley 
JSJIis died in Malta on February 
26. 

Born in 1907 be was great 
grandson of the founder of the 
Midland Railway. Educated at 
Kings School, Peterborough; 
Lydgate House, Hunstanton; 
Gresham School, Holt; and 
MagdaJene College, Cambridge, 
be joined at Peterborough in 
1928 the family firm of Ellis 
and Everard Ltd, of which he 
eventually became deputy 
chairman prior to his retire¬ 
ment in 1966. 

He was a member of the TA 
from 1936 and served with the 
Royal Artillery as lieutenant 
and captain during; the Second 
World War, finishing in India 
and North Burma. Soon after 
the war be was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace for Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire.

Downing, OBE, who died on 
March $ at the age of 76, was 
formerly Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor of the Metropolitan 
Borough of Hackney. He was 
made a Freeman of the Bor¬ 
ough, 


of Ely in 1962; and was 
appointed Deputy Lieutenant 
of Cambridgeshire and Hunting¬ 
donshire in 1963. In 1964 he 
accepted a War Office appoint¬ 
ment as chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee for Community Relations 
with the USAAF at Alconbury, 
in which position he served for 
three years. He acted as chair¬ 
man of the Governors of West- 
wood School, Peterborough, for 
several years. 

He retired to Norfolk in 1967, 
but served for a further period 
as JP on the Hunstanton Bench. 
He became churchwarden of 
Burnham Norton Church and at 
the time of his death was active 
in the appeal for the restoration 
of that church's famous round 
tower. 

In 1931 be married Mars;

Yesterday’s figures from the.

Cash hopes fail for Sanger rescue

J. E. Sanger, the. publicly- 
quoted meat trader, plans to go 
into voluntary liquidation with 
bank debts of about £6m. 

The decision- follows the 
break-down of talks with an 
unnamed third party and 
Sanger’s five m^jor bankers, 
which, the company hoped 
would lead to an immediate in¬ 
jection of cash but the banks 
are now to withdraw their 
support. 

Earlier this year Saager an¬ 
nounced thar the collapse of 
Gilmore & Farmers, a small 
Smirhfield meat concern, which 
is being compulsorily wound up 
and has debts of £l.Sm t could 
cost the company £400,000. 

Mr James Sanger, the chair¬ 
man and founder, said last 
night: "The collapse of Gil¬ 
more was a factor, but it was 
not significant." More important 
was £2.Z5m of write-offs relat¬ 
ing to the company's American 
venture and retailing, operation. 

The decision of the AJ semen e 
Bank Nederland, Midland Bank, 
Bank of Adelaide,’Australia and 
New Zealand Banking Group 
and Hambros to withdraw sup¬ 


port came after seven days of 
talks between themselves and 
the third party. 

The latter is still believed to 
be the Geneva-based Gulf 
Group which has trading links 
with Sanger and around 15 per 
cent of the shares, although Mr 
Sanger declined to confirm the 
group's involvement. 

Sanger’s shares were suspen¬ 
ded at 20p on March 4 while 
the talks took pface. At that 
price, the company was capital¬ 
ized in at £2.2m. Its net assets 
per share were said to be l9ip 
last June..' 

At 1 am on Sunday Mr 
Sanger and his fellow directors, 
including newly appointed 
deputy cba&rman Mr H. M. 
Newton-Clare who took a 7 per 
cent stake on his appointment, 
thought they had an acceptable 


But by 430 pm on Monday 
talks had broken down. In a 
statement yesterday, Mr Sanger 
said -. “ The discussions did not 
result in an agreement and 
mchour the prospect of an 
injection of new capital the 
bankers decided they are un¬ 
able to continue support. 


Mr Sanger is now preparing 
a letter to shareholders detail¬ 
ing the “substantial losses” 
incurred by' the- group this year 
and the group’s debt. The let¬ 
ter will ask them to plate 
Sanger in voluntary liquidation 
with senior partners of Peat 
Marwick Mitchell Mr William 
Ratford and Mr Tim Hayward 
as joint liquidators. A special 
meeting is expected at the end 
of the month. 

Mr Sanger said 1 ‘ The amount 
owed to trade creditors is 
nominal. Our main debts are to 
the banks.” 

The group has not worked 
out the exact amount of .the 
debt. Last June borrowings 
were around £8m and Mr 
Sanger said that by December 
last year ii had been reduced 
by snout £2m. 

The ‘Australian, Paris, and 
Dublin businesses could stBl be 
profitable. “They could be 
sold as going concerns, although 
I have hod no approaches,” he 
said. “It is mainly the London 
end of the operation that suf¬ 
fered high interest rates and 
difficult trading coztdstioiis-” 

Mr Sanger, 4S, built his 


Croydon-based meat group 
from scratch in 1969. The 
group went public four years 
.later and Mr Sanger still holds 
about 20 per- cent of the shares. 
Profits peaked at £L5m in 
1976, but the past three years 
the group has been running at 
a loss. 

In 1977, the group diversified 
from import, export and 
wholesaling, into - retailing. 
But last year, faced with 
mounting problems and heavy 
losses, it sold the division, 
writing off £l,Sm 

The American meat and sea¬ 
food import and export busi¬ 
ness was sold last December to 
an unnamed Australian buyer 
for 5175,000. 

The sale was described as a 
“tidying up operation” after 
the shift m the pattern of 
Sanger’s American business. It 
had previously bought meat id 
Australia for sale in the United 
Stares- Wirb losses of $lm a 
year, the group moved to a& 
agency arrangement with a 
United States importer. 

Sangers wrote off SI.5m on 
the sale of the bulk of its 
American interests.

Turkey aims 
for foreign 
borrowing 
of $4,000m

Turkey now hopes to borrow 
more than 54,000m (about 
£l,8O0m) abroad this year to 
balance her accounts, Mr Turgut 
OzaL, the leading economist in 
the Turkish Government, said 
in London yesterday. 

Mr OzaJ, who is undersecre¬ 
tary for planning and chief 
economic adviser to Suleyman 
Demirei, the Prime Minister, 
said about $900m had already 
been obtained—5276m from the 
International Monetary Fund, 
$202m from commercial banks, 
S98m from die United States 
and $324m in outstanding non- 
disbursed credits (including 
export credits) from 1979. A 
further S450m -was expected in 
project credits and $200m from 
increased acceptance credit by 
the banks. 

Mr OzaJ was now hoping for 
51,200m in new pledges from 
Organization of Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
countries, whose officials wIH 
meet in Paris to discuss the 
issue on March 26. He is also 
Looking far up to 8600m relief 
through debt rescheduling 
under the aegis of OECD.' 

The rest would come from 
,the World Bank, -which has 
already pledged $275m in pro¬ 
gramme credits but there would 
probably now be a new pro¬ 
gramme; and he hoped for a 
new sca-zK&y agreement with the 
IMF. 

Whether all this would suf¬ 
fice depended .on the price of 
oil, Mr Oza] said. He had also 
asked for more than $1,000m aid 
from Saadi Arabia. M We had 
some good response, but 2 wont 
to see Ae money ”, be added.

One specific 
hazard in tbe manufacture of 
semiconductors and integrated 
circuits is accidental exposure 
to toxic gases used as dopants 
such as diborane, phosphine 
and arsine. 

Silicon Valley has the greatest 
concentration o! microelectronic 
circuit makers, followed by 
Route 228 outside Boston, hut 
both locations are showing signs 
■of overcrowding, and there is 
now rapid growth elsewhere. 
(Colorado, for example, is a 
.favourite site for fast-growing 
high technology companies.) 

The mobility of the industry, 
and die swift pace at which its 
manufacturing processes are 
changing, will mike it hard for 
the investigators to pin down 
health hazards. 


Midland to get cash and shares for 
Thomas Cook sale to Euro banks

In a move designed to chal¬ 
lenge the dominance of 
American Express, Midland 
Bank yesterday revealed the 
terms on which it is to sell 
part of its travellers’ cheques 
operations of Thomas Cook its 
subsidiary to a group of Euro¬ 
pean batiks. 

Midland is to receive in 
stages £16-4m in cash and 
shares for tbe non-sterling 
business of Thomas Cook. The 
shares will represent a 20 per 
cent stake in a proposed hold¬ 
ing company which will own 
the dollar and other non- 
European traveller’s cheques 
business of Thomas Cook. 

Under tbe proposed deal, 
banks in each country will them¬ 
selves own the travellers' 
cheques operations in the local 
currencies. ' It has not yet been- 
decided where the new com¬ 
pany will be registered— 
Brussels is mooted as a possible 
home—but the operational head¬ 


quarters will be located in 
Peterborough, the head office 
of Thomas Cook. 

Tbe new company will em¬ 
ploy about 400 people world¬ 
wide. The business being hived 
off represented between 15 and 
20 per cent of Thomas Cook’s 
last year profits of £lC?n. 

Participating banks are likely 
to be located in most major 
European countries, including 
Germany, France, the Benelux. 
Scandinavian countries as well 
as Austria and Switzerland. 

It is not yet known bow many 
batiks will eventually partici¬ 
pate but the impetus seems to 
co*ne from banks associated 
with Midland on the inter¬ 
national scene Thus Deutsche 
Bank of Germany and Societe 
Generate of France are likely to 
be among the major partici¬ 
pants. Both are partners with 
the Midland in EBfC, the inter¬ 
national banking consortium. 

For banks, travellers cheques* 
are effectively dormant non¬ 


interest bearing accounts until 
they are cashed. At tbe current 
levels of interest rates, the busi¬ 
ness is enormously profitable 
and hence the hotting up of the 
competition. Last year 76 per 
cent of the estimated £16,000m 
international business was 
accounted in dollars and 40 per 
cent of it was written by 
American Express. 

Last year the Visa credit card 
operation launched its own 
travellers* cheques _ scheme 
which 1 Barclays tbe main United 
Kingdom participant joined in 
January this year and the Mid¬ 
land move will strengthen tbe 
concentration of the business 
into fewer hands. 

American Exoress has already 
taken some defensive moves by 
joining forces with three French 
banks for the issuing of franc 
cheques.

- The international Prestel trial service, 
by contrast, is aimed solely at the business 
user. Companies such as ABC Travel 
Guide, the BBC, the Economist, XPC and 
Lloyds of London Press are supplying the 
information, and international firms such 
as BP, Hertz, IBM, Id, ICL, Rank Xerox, 
Shell, Sony, Trust House Forte- end 
Unilever are e^erigamffly using it. 

The international service gives these and 
other users in Sweden, West Germany, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland, Australia - and 
the United States direct access from-their 
offices to a special Prestel computer 
centre in London. “ We are anxious that 
this British technological 3ead should be 
turned into a commercial success”, 'Dr 
Reid added.

Two British led groups are 
among more than 20 multi¬ 
national consortia competing: 
for a £400m contract to buOd ; 
tiie 16-mile Bahrain causeway. 

The project; which will link 1 
the island tO the mainland of . 
Saudia Arabia, has been under 
consideration for several years. 
Bids are due to be returned to 
Riyadh on June 1 this year. 
Potential contractors hope that 
work, on what is regarded as 
the last of the present genera¬ 
tion of big civil enginee r ing 
contracts in the Middle East, 
will follow quickly. 

Of the 42 consortia who 
sought pre-qualification last 
March, 22 have been selected 
by the Saudi government, work¬ 
ing in consultation with World 
Bank officials in Washington. 

Yesterday John Howard, the 
Kent-based civil engineering 
and building contractor^ an¬ 
nounced that it was leading a 
consortium comprising itself 
and Sir Alfred McAlpine, from 
Britain, Hitachi Zosen from 
Japan, and Bristol Steel & Iron 
Works from the United States. 

Among the other contenders 
is an all-British consortium 
comprising Costain, Taylor 
Woodrow and Redpafb Dorman 
Long, which was involved re¬ 
cently in the Dubai dry dock 
project. 

RDL had been part of an¬ 
other consortium, which inclu¬ 
ded a subsidiary of Tarmac, the 
civil engineering and roadstone 
group. 

According to Howard, who 
recently had a 16-nun team in 
Saudi Arabia for two weeks, it 
would share the civil work with 
McAlpine. Hitachi and Bristol 
Steel would be responsible for 
the steel bridges.

Economic benefits from C B radio 


From Mrs P. Webster 
Sir, In his letter today (March 
4) Mr Bryunt; of the Citizens 
Band Association, mentions 
only tiie direct benefits of the 
introduction of citizens’ band 
radio to this country. He 
appears to overtook a number 
of very important indirect 
benefits. 

£ todies in the United States 
have shown that drivers using 
citizens’ band drive mesne slowly 
and avoid congestion and road 
blocks. They thus use up to 3 
per cent less fuel than smtiTar 
drivers without citizens* bond. 
If all British driv e rs were to 
carry ami use citizens’ band die 
saving in motor fuel would be 
phenomenal 

The use of citizens’ band in' 
the United States and- a num¬ 
ber of European countries has 
been shown to reduce the num¬ 
bers of multiple collisions which 
occur in fog or falling snow 
(the initial collision st>H hap¬ 
pens but other drivers, warned 
either directly or by other 
drivers carrying citizens’ band, 
do not pile into it). Apart from 
the heartbreak end suffering 
caused by such accidents the 
quantifiable cost of a fetal acci¬ 


dent has been estimated by the 
Road Research Laboratory as in 
excess of£50,000. 

Motorists carrying citizens* 
band are far more Kkely to 
report any suspicious be¬ 
haviour .or vandalism .which 
they see than they would be 
if they had to find a telephone. 
In effect the introduction of 
citizens’ band helps stretch our 
scarce poilee manpower. 

The above are examples of 
direct - economic benefits aris¬ 
ing from the general use of 
citizens’ hand, we must also be 
aware’ -of the many benefits 
which are not economic in 
nature: the relief of loneliness 
citizens’ band affords to the old, 
crippled or housebound; the 
increase in safety it offers 
climbers and smell boar sailors; 
and tiie fun of being able to talk 
to one’s feHow driver as one 
takes a long-journey. - 

I hove driven many thousands 
of miles in the United States 
and, because of citizens’ band, 
have enjoyed every minute. 1 
wish Mr Bryant well in his cam¬ 
paign to see it legalized in this 
country.

At the same time neither Mr 
Trudeau nor Mr MacEacben is 
as obsessed with the need to 
cut the government's budgetary 
deficit, currently 511,800m, as 
the Conservatives were. The 
finance minister said recently 
he was concerned but not 
“ consumed ” by the size of the 
deficit. 

The Liberals’ first budget is 

unlikely to offer any major tax 
concessions or any sufficient 
creation programmes to take up 
the slack in the economy. 

But neither is' the new 
■government likely to propose 
any very strict, long-range 
measures for putting Canada's 
economic house in order.

ments on time, and therefore 
few projects are justified. 

The monetarists and neo¬ 
classical economists who argue 
for free market forces to restore 
the viability of United Kingdom 
industry, are therefore failing 
to understand the reality. K 
one company has access to bank 
borrowing at 7 per cent cash¬ 
flow cost while another has to 
pay 65 per cent cash-flow cost, 
one does not have to be a 
prophet to predict which com¬ 
pany will survive and grow and 
which will collapse into decline. 

Japanese industry is not com¬ 
peting on equal terms with 
British companies; the former 
Ins access to cheap expansion 
funds, the latter does not. A 
free market in this case col¬ 
lapses the economy with the 
less competitive financial-indus¬ 
trial structure. 

A proper understanding of 
the situation points the way to 
remedial action. It seems that, 
in all developed economies, rhe 
level of investment credit bor¬ 
rowing is inversely proportional 
to the cash-flow cost of capital. 
The reason ' appears to be that 
hankers calculate cash-flow 
cover on loans, and a reduction 
in the cash-flow cost of a loan 
causes a proportionate increase 
in the total loan available; a 
lower repayment justifies a 
larger loan at the same level of 
repayment, aod hence at the 
same risk of default on tbe 
periodic payment. This finding 
has some interesting implica¬ 
tions for Britain. 

Table. 2 shows the annual 
repayment rate associated with 
debt for bank loans at 20 per 
cent interest with terras of 
different years. Gives the 

present average period of abour 
two years, an indicative demand 
index of loans is also calculated 
on the assumption that the 
actual repayment level by 
industry to banks would remain 
at' the same level. 

The evidence indicates that 
annual industrial lending would 
approximately double if the 
loan period increased from two 
to five years. The additional 
borrowing would be used to 
modernize British , plant . and 
equipment, improving output 
and growth and helpfully reduc¬ 
ing unemployment.

Tbe important change, how¬ 
ever, should be in the actions 
of the United Kingdom Govern¬ 
ment, for the secret of rapid 
economic development is to 
increase the ratio of financial 
resources going ro the sources 
of economic supply—to indus¬ 
trial and infrastructure invest¬ 
ment —while limiting tbe 
growth of finance to the prin¬ 
cipal sources of consumption 
demand. 

Such a policy may seem diffi¬ 
cult due to the complex inter¬ 
action of flows of finance in an 
economy, for money initially 
supplied for one purpose may 
flow through to another. 

The rigours of company capi¬ 
tal- accounts may well ensure 
that an expansion of investment 
credit has its initial result in au 
increase in investment, but 
some of this money will inevi¬ 
tably find its way into rhe 
pockets of chose workers who 
install rhe investment. (Mean¬ 
time, these investments should 
have increased supply prior to 
consumer demand.) 

Investment expenditure also 
seems to involve firm-to-fjrm 
payments, which selectively 
increase business saving and 
investment in virtuous cycles of 
growth. Similarly an increase in 
wages may in some cases pro¬ 
duce a boom in consumer 


demand for certain products, 
and thus finance some addi¬ 
tional investment in their pro¬ 
duction. 

Yet simply because an 
increase in financial resources 
in certain sectors produces 
some side-effects is no reason 
to believe that the final conse¬ 
quences of these policies are 
similar. If financial resources 
are devoted to investment in 
the first instance, and this pro¬ 
duces a subsequent, boom in 
consumption, it seems inher¬ 
ently likely that the investment 
expenditure will exceed the 
later consumption finance 
created. 

Hence the accent of such a 
policy is on expansion first, and 
only produces some possible 
demand and inflation ■ later; 
while if financial resources are 
devoted to producing a con¬ 
sumer boom, then only a small 
fraction of that finance will 
fund investment, and the accent 
is upon increasing demand 
before resources are in place 
to cope wirh it—this policy pro¬ 
duces inflation first, and per¬ 
haps some investment later.-(If 
the consumers buy imports, 
then the policy will not even 

f iroduce domestic investment 
ater.) 

If governments discriminate 
in allowing investment credit 
to expand while limiting the 
growth of money supply to 
consumers, then growth can be 
increased and inflation reduced 
due to such a policy. 

The Government should at 
least consider this policy; ic 
represents a modification, not 
an abandonment, of their 
monetarist beliefs, holds out 
hope of economic growth where 
warranted, and could help 
create a British investment 
boom despite the depressed 
state of United Kingdom 
industry.

• The appeal by the Trades 
Union Congress for cuts in 
some EEC farm prices and a 
freeze on the rest is embarrass¬ 
ingly at odds with the policy of 
one af its affiliated unions. The 
National Union of Agricultural 
and Allied Workers has been 
campaigning for months for a 
share for its members of any 
increase in farmers’ incomes 
that results from EEC price 
changes.

Pitfalls of the shorter 
working week

A steady trickle of clauses for 
a shorter working week con¬ 
tained in recent pay agreements 
shows that tbe trade unions’ 
official campaign to reduce the 
standard week of manual • 
workers from 40 bours to 35 
hours js having an effect. 

Even so, the reductions are 
far from the watershed for 
which Mr Terence Duffy, presi¬ 
dent 1 of the Amalgamated Union 
of Engineering Workers, 'hoped 
when he led the bitter dispute 
that disrupted industry for 10 
weeks on this score last year. 

For a start, other unions have 
followed the engineers* 
example of settling for a staged 
reduction in hours with a delay 
in implementation. An analysis 
by Incomes Data Services of 14 
agreements concluded in the 
last six months and incor¬ 
porating shorter hours shows 
that most provide for a delay. 

In some agreements the post¬ 
ponement is relatively short— 
within, say, six months. In 
others tbe period between 
agreement and' implementation 
is much longer, as with the 
engineers. Their agreement for 
a cut in the working .week id 
39 hours will not be imple¬ 
mented until November. 1981. 

A delay in implementation 
not only allows time for the 
detail to be negotiated depend¬ 
ing on local conditions (there 
is little point to working 15 
minutes less a day only to spend 
it waiting .for public transport) ; 
but it also gives employers a 
chance to reorganize work to 
offset the cast. 

- However, reductions on such 
a small scale are unlikely to 


make any meaningful contribu¬ 
tion to tbe TUC's aim of pro¬ 
viding more jobs. Equally they 
are probably not sufficient to 
justify the fears expressed by 
employers that overtime costs 
and hence production costs 
would soar. 

When the debate was at its 
height last year the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Industry calcu¬ 
lated that if tbe 36-hour week 
had been introduced during the 
1978-79 pay round it would have 
added between 5 and 71 per 
cent to retail prices; 

It is highly unlikely that the 
modest reductions incorporated 
in recent agreements will have 
anything like such sweeping 
consequences. Moreover, in 
delaying the implementation, 
both sides are gambling that a 
resumption of economic growth 
will dilute the effects. 

The disadvantages of the 
step-by-step reduction in hours 
is that cumbersome supervisory 
machinery has to be set up ro 
change work patterns by tiny 
amounts. 

The arrangements for such 
negotiations are often exceed¬ 
ingly rusty. There have been 
only two other periods of free 
collective bargaining since 1966 
and during most of the Inter¬ 
vening period employers were 
able to block change on hours 
simply by srating that it would 
contravene government policy. 

There is a wide range of 
options in arranging even quire 
small cuts. The Post Office has 
more experience than most of 
the tangle that cun result. A 
special review enabled it to drop 
the working hours for its engin¬ 
eers to 371 per week in Decem¬ 


ber, 1978, provided there was no 
extra cost. 

By the time all the local 
agreements had been finalized 
a whole range of practices had 
come into operation. These in¬ 
cluded 15 minutes late starting 
and early finishing; 40 per 
cent of staff on a nine-day 
fortnight at any one time; 
everyone having one day off in 
15. 

Not surprisingly there were 
problems in the early stages 
and both sides were inundated 
with complaints. Over recent 
months, according to the Post 
Office Engineering Union, the 
new’ systems have begun io 
work better. But the Post 
Office’s initial difficulties may 
discourage other employers 
from Following its example. 

A much easier option for all 
concerned is that of longer 
holidays. The CBI’s pay data¬ 
bank recorded in January that 
nearly 40 per cent of new 
settlements contained clauses 
allowing longer holidays and 
ihat thi trend was on the in¬ 
crease. 

Unfortunately for the TOCs 
resolution, such a move is cvm 
less likely to result in mor-5 
employment than "a staged in¬ 
troduction of a shorter week. 
For. as emergency rhree-day 
working in the winter of 1973- 
74 and rhe present steel strike 
shows, industry can make re¬ 
markable adjustments to ab¬ 
normal condition* over a short 
period. As a result, most em¬ 
ployers '.till be abls to compen¬ 
sate for. longer holidays 
without taking on extra srrif-

Conversions 
can be good 
propositions 


Conversions or tocal reno¬ 
vations are still attractive 
propositions and in big 
demand despite rising costs. 
It may be open to debate 
whether the resulting house 
offers better value than 
could have been obtained by 
spending an equivalent sum 
on a straightforward proper¬ 
ty requiring only' minor 
redecoration. But not every¬ 
thing can be expressed in 
money terms. 

A 'successful- conversion 
can sometimes produce a 
unique home of character, 
reflecting the personal ideas 
of the one who converts it.
